Tallow offer- 
ings were light, and the market was steady 
though quiet. The general list of animal, 
vegetable and fish oils, fats and greases 
was quiet.

In Annual Conference 


Representatives of Merck & (Co., 
chemical manufacturer, from all over 
the country attended the annual sales 
conference held at the company’s main 
offices in Rahway, N. J., December 15 
to 17.

There 
were luncheons, a smoker, a theatre 
party in New York, and finally, as 
the culmination of the meeting, the 
president’s dinner at the Newark 
Athletic Club, at which over 100 sat 
down as the guests of the president, 
George W. Merck.

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Bankruptcy and Credits 

Business is co-operating with government 
in the investigation by the Department of 
Justice of the operation of the bankruptcy 
law with a view of determining how to re- 
duce the losses which, for the most part, oc- 
cur after debtors become insolvent but be- 
fore they go into bankruptcy. In spite of 
elaborately developed systems for the ex- 
change of credit information, business losses 
through the wiping out of claims in bank- 
ruptcy amounted to nearly $4,000,000,000 in 
the ; 
that the unwise granting of credit is always 
among the leading causes of unsatisfactory 
business conditions; but creditors seem 


ast five years. It is widely recognized 


never to learn that there is nothing to be 
gained by taking long chances; certainly 
they should know that to extend credit be- 
yond the clearly obvious ability of a debtor 
to pay will not “help him to get on his feet 
and must result disastrously. A better way 
can be found to protect the interests of all 
concerned, and it should be found. Bank- 
ruptcy experiences have not been proved to 
be a preventive of repeated experimentation 
in credit hazards. 

The problems to which some of the more 
frequent results of bankruptcy’s popularity 
give rise are many. Chief among them, as 
they have been ranked by the I*ederal au- 
thorities, are the following :— 

Under what circumstances should creditors be 
given power to put debtors into bankruptcy? For 
what acts should bankrupts be subject to crimi- 
nal punishment? What factors should the courts 
be empowered to take into account in passing 
upon the application of bankrupts for their dis- 
charge? What means can be devised to ensure 
the thorough examination of the transactions and 
affairs of all bankrupts, regardless of whether or 
not they leave any assets to pay for such exami- 
nation? What means can be devised to induce 
insolvent debtors, before the wreckage of their 
business is complete, to come into court and with 
the aid of the court effect settlements with their 
creditors? Where should the control of the ad- 
ministration machinery be ‘lodged, and how 
should the administrative personnel be selected 
and governed? What distinctions, if any, should 
be made in the principles and in the administra- 
tive features of the law, between mercantile and 
non-mercantile bankrupts, and between individ- 
uals and corporations? 


Now, if ever, is the time when business, 
facing the necessity of building solidly for 
the future, should put forth every possible 
effort to prevent the misuse of credit—by 
sellers as well as by buyers; for the giver 
of credit is frequently as culpable in his 
avarice as is any debtor in his recklessness 
or his crookedness. Misrepresentations, 
while they do not make credit, do make 
creditors; but a greater proportion of cred- 
itors are made by self-deception: a new ac- 
count is so inflatedly valued that in the ef- 
fort to get it, even common sense is violated. 

Credit prodigality has an inevitable con- 
sequence in the popularity of bankruptcy. It 
induces a feeling that the creditor is an 
“easy mark” and “gets what is coming to 
him” when his claims disappear in the bank- 
ruptcy court. The evils of the bankruptcy 
habit should be eradicated, but the contrib-

Drug Law Is Corrective 

In dismissing a libel against a shipment 
of bottled spring water, alleged to be mis- 
branded and adulterated under the food and 
drugs act, the United States District Court 
at Philadelphia has pronounced two find- 
ings of wide interest. On one hand, it has 
declared that advertising devices, even 
though somewhat fanciful and so extrava- 
gant as to be practically ridiculous, are not 
necessarily fraudulent, and that, as the co- 
pious drinking of water is quite generally 
admitted to be beneficial to health, the 
claim that drinking a certain water is 
healthful does not constitute a fraud. On 
the other hand, the court has declared that 
the food and drugs act does not intend that 
the business of a manufacturer shall be un- 
warrantedly jeopardized by the condemna- 
tion of a particular lot of his product for 
faults which may be accidental and which 
can be corrected. 

It was claimed on the label and elsewhere 
for the water that was seized that it had 
been regarded by the Indians to have heal- 
ing virtues. This did not constitute fraud, 
the court said, because the evidence indi- 
cated that this claim stated the truth “as 
nearly as would be expected of any adver- 
tiser of a commercial product.” Thus, the 
court admitted the right of an advertiser to 
make use of what is commonly called “put- 
fery,” at least to the extent of taking advan- 
tage of the fact that “For some. reason, 
which is inscrutable, many people attach a 
value to Indian medical lore.” (The court 
found that the name of the spring from 
which the water was derived was an adap- 
tation of an Indian word said to have been 
applied to the spring and shown to have 
meant “healing water.’’) 

The more important point in this decision 
is, however, the declaration that the intent 
of the law is not to blast the reputation of 
a product through charges based on faults, 
found in a particular shipment, which 
might readily be corrected by reaching an 
understanding in advance of preparations to 
institute proceedings. It is for this purpose, 
the court pointed out, that provision has 
been made that, before any proceedings of 
condemnation are instituted, the interested 
persons shall be notified and given the op- 
portunity “to show cause why the matter 
should not be referred for a prosecution as 
a violation of the Federal food and drugs 
act.” That this showing is not to be con- 
strued to mean argument of the case on its 
merits, but that the provision is to be taken 
as an invitation for all parties to seek amic- 
able settlement of the remedial differences 
is indicated by the following statement by 
the court :— ? 


If the product be one, the shipment of which 
in interstate commerce should be interdicted, pro- 
ceedings may be instituted and the shipment 
stopped, but if the condemnation of the product is 
due to something which may be corrected, and the 
product itself does not call for condemnation, the 
proceedings need not be instituted. [Italics are 
ours.]

It is evident that the court regards the 
food and drugs act to be, in intent, at least 
as much a corrective statute as a penalizing 
one. This view of the act has many sup- 
porters, and differences in opinion in this 
regard have given rise to much of the criti- 
cism of certain policies in the administra- 
tion of the act. The court holds, in the 
spring water case, that the claimant should 
have been given a preliminary hearing, as is 
provided in the regulations, and adds that 
this provision applies to proceedings in rem 
as well as to criminal prosecutions. While 
criticizing the claimant for unjustifiably re- 
senting the “interference” of the officials, 
the court says that this did not justify the 
officials in the failure (“natural enough and 
excusable in itself”) to give “careful regard 
to all the rights of the claimant.” 

Although the court criticized the food and 
drug officials for refusing the claimant in- 
formation and opportunity to correct the 
faults on which the libel was based and, in- 
ferentially at least, for declining te accept 
evidence that the water had become whole- 
some or to satisfy themselves in this respect 
by microscopic examination; and although 
the case has been lost by the government, it 
is likely that the decision will be welcomed 
by, at least, the higher officials in the Food 
and Drug Administration. It supports them 
fully in their position that the law does not 
demand that they rush to the prosecution 
of a shipper of a misbranded or adulterated 
product. In fact, it declares that the offi- 
cials are required by the regulations to en- 
deavor first to have the fault corrected. It 
declares unqualifiedly that “What is called 
for is a get-together attitude.”

Clean Up, Paint Up for Relief 

Taking a lesson from the South American 
countries which have been insisting that 
their citizens, by the vigorous application 
of cleansing agents, paints, and “elbow 
grease,” give their houses and general prem- 
ises an appearance fit to be the background 
for the celebration of the centennial of Si- 
mon Bolivar, the Commissioners of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia have asked Congress to 
require property owners in the District to 
put their premises in a condition suited to 
the celebration of the bicentennial of George 
Washington in 1932. It is regrettable that 
Congress is not empowered to pass a law 
requiring such activity on the part of the 
whole American people. It is greatly to be 
desired that a general clean-up and paint-up 
campaign be inaugurated in the United 
States, because, first, it is needed; secondly, 
it would give useful employment to thou- 
sands of persons; and thirdly, it would help 
business in many lines. The suggestion is 
worth making to such local, State, and Fed- 
eral authorities as may be in position to 
adopt this means of performing a necessary 
and a constructive work. 

A suggestion in this direction has been 
made by various trade organizations. But, 
for the most part, those who have the train- 
ing necessary for organization of the work 
are reluctant to become outspoken in their 
advocacy of the idea lest they be met with 
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charges of selfishness. The benefits that 
widespread,

A.S.T.M. Publishes 
New List of Standards 


The 1930 edition of the triennial book 
of A.S.T.M. standards has been pub- 
lished by the American Society for 
Testing Materials. The new edition of 
this useful book of industrial reference 
is in two octavo volumes, with a total 
of 2,214 pages. 

Volume I covers metals, and com- 
prises steel, wrought iron, pig iron, 
cast iron, ferro alloys, nonferrous met- 
als, and miscellaneous subjects, with 
a total of 179 standards. Volume II is 
devoted to non-metallic substances and 
contains a total of 251 standards, cov- 
ering cement, lime, gypsum, concrete 
and aggregates, brick, refractories, tile, 
preservative coatings, petroleum prod- 
lubricants, road materials, water- 
proofing materials, roofing materials, 
rubber products, insulating materials, 
textiles, coal, coke, timber, and mis- 
cellaneous materials, 

The use of specifications in the pur- 
chasing of materials is steadily becom- 
ing more common in all lines of indus- 
try. In the broad field of engineering 
materials, the stagdards of the Ameri- 
can Society for Testing Materials are 
recognized as authoritative, and they 
are widely used by purchasers. They 
made available by the triennial 
publication of those in effect at the 
time of publication and by the issuance 
of supplements as other standards are 
adopted. Prior to their adoption, all 
standards are published for a year or 
more as tentative standards. The tri- 
ennial lists have two tables of con- 
tents for convenience of reference. 

The price of the 1930 book of A.S.T.M. 
standards is $7.50 for each volume in 
cloth binding, $14 for the two volumes. 
In leather binding, the volumes sell for 
$9 each, $17 for the two. Copies may 
be obtained from the American Society 
for Testing Materials, 1315 Spruce 
street, Philadelphia.

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Alcohol Regulations Are 
Revised as Requested 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18, 1930. 

The final draft of the new regula- 
tions No. 2 and 3 under the national 
prohibition act is now in page-proof 
form and is expected to be ready for 
delivery by the Government Printing 
Office the first week in January. 

soth regulations will go into effect 
Januury 1, 1931, and no temporary 
order postponing the effective date is 
expected, even though printed copies 
may available at once. 

Two important changes requested by 
representatives of industry are incor- 
porated in the new draft. One replaces 
the requirement that manufacturers of 
products made with specially dena- 
tured alcohol stipulate that they sell 
only to iegitimate users and see to it 
that their products are not diverted 
to beverage uses after leaving their 
plants. The new language requires 
that, before a permit is issued, each 
manufacturer must disclose his prob- 
able market and customers and show 
probable legitimate demands for the 
amount of the product he seeks to 
manufacture, 

The other provision meeting stren- 
uous objection from the trade would 
have required manufacturers of per- 
fumes, flavoring extracts, and similar 
products to use oils and other mate- 
rials of such a nature that they could 
not be manipulated or removed in 
order to make the product potable. 
The new language simply requires 
that the products be unfit for bever- 
age purposes, using the wording of the 
prohibition act.

Government Order Discontinues 


C. D. No. | and Changes 
Formula for No. 5 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18, 1930. 

An official order completely elim 
inating methanol from all completels 
denatured alcohol, January 1, was is- 
sued today by James M. Doran, Com 
missioner of Industrial Alcohol, 

This puts into effect the policy an- 
nounced orally by Commissioner Doran 
last week to displace methanol with 
aleotate, a newly devised petroleum 
derivative. The order is issued as a 
Treasury Decision with the force of a 
regulation and is signed by the See- 
retary of the Treasury and the At- 
torney -General. 

The order discontinues entirely C 
I). formula No. 1, which called for 
10 gallons of approved wood alcohol 
and one-half gallon of kerosene or gas- 
oline to every 100 gallons of alcohol 
This formula was used in 10,000,000 
gallons of alcohol last year. The new 
formula is a substitute for the old C 
DD. No. 5, which called for 4 gallons 
of approved wood alcohol three 
fourths of a gallon of aldehol, and one- 
half gallon of kerosene per 100 gallons 
This formula was used in 47,000,000 
gallons of alcohol last year. 

The new order reads:

compounded as follows 

To every 100 parts by volume of ethyl 
alcohol of not less than 160° proof, add

Chilean Nitrate Plans 
Under Discussion Here 


Preliminary conferences for the ar- 
rangement of the financial structure of 
the Chilean nitrate combination to be 
known as the Compania Salitre de 
Chile were under way in this cits 
last week. Pablo Ramirez, forme. 
Chilean Minister of Finance and now 
chief representative of the Chilean 
government in the formation of the 
new combine, arrived here on the 
‘Sunta Barbara,’ December 13, and 
T. T. Aikman, of Aikman’s, Ltd., a 
British interest, also is in New York 
to join the conferences. To date the 
discussions have been of an informal 
nature, and it was not helieved that 
any definite agreements would be 
reached until at least after the turn 
of the yvear. Other Chilean delegates 
ind representatives of nitrate com- 
panies here and in Europe are ex- 
pected to arrive within the next ten 
days, including Ricardo Salas Edwards 
and Raul Simon, members of the or- 
sanizing commission for the Chilean 
government, Both of these men have 
been previously identified with the 
Chilean government's interest in ni- 
trates, having acted as representatives 
at the production curtailment meeting 
in Paris last summer. 

The conferences have been held in 
the offices of Guggenheim Brothers, 
whose interests are associated with the 
Anglo-Chilean Consolidated Nitrate 
Corporation One of the important 
matters to be settled, before the final 
formation of the new combine, is the 
price which the united company will 
pay for the Guggenheim | refining 
processes. It is believed that the 
Anglo-Chilean company’s contribution 
of the Guggenheim patents for the ex- 
traction of nitrates from ore will con 
stitute a large portion of its invest- 
ment in Cosach, as the Compania Sali- 
tre de Chile is popularly known 

The conferees have not indicated 
what steps will be taken to enlist 
banking support for the $375,000,000 
that will represent the capital of the 
combine, but it has been frequently 
rumored here that $75,000,000 will be 
underwritten by American bankers, 


Sinclair Asks Revision 


Of Oil Industry Methods 


The petroleum industry has its sal 
vation in its own hands and cannot 
depend upon legislation or regulation 
to save it, according to Harry F. Sin- 
elair, chairman of the Sinelair Con- 
solidated Oil Corporation, who, in a 
formal statement, places himself on 
record as favoring the complete cessa- 
tion of drilling of new oil wells as long 
as the present unsettled conditions in 
the industry continue. His statement 
follows:— 

The petroleum industry has little rea- 
son to expect a return to prosperity until 
it corrects the evils that afflict it and its 
house is put in order. I believe that the 
executives of the oil companies see the 
situation more clearly now than ever be- 
fore and will in time work out their prob- 
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lems In the meanwhile, false optimism 
would do more harm than good. 

We are suffering from over-develop- 
ment in production, transportation, refin- 
ing capacity and marketing facilities 
The duplication of marketing facilities, 
especially service stations, has been car- 
ried to such lengths as almost to be a 
public nuisance—not to mention the strain 
upon the resources of the oil companies 
The endeavor to outstrip the other fel- 
low has led to extravagance in distribu 
tion costs that is wholly unjustified. De- 
moralization of prices has served to 
emphasize this and other evils 

While we hear much of over-supply, it 
would be more accurate to say that we 
have had over-development which has 
built up a huge “‘potential.”” We do not 
know the facts, but the industry lives un- 
der this potential cloud. We must find 
out what is the actual as distinguished 
from the potential before the industry 
will know the real problem it has to 
handle It is imperative that drilling of 
new wells be stopped as long as present 


conditions continue Legislation and reg- 
ulation never saved an industry. We 


have our salvation in our own hands 
First find out where we stand, actu- 
ally rather than potentially Then revise 
our methods of operation in accordance 
With the facts, and prosperity can be re 
stored On the other hand, if the indus- 
try waits for some miracle to save it from 


the consequences of its own folly cor 
ditions may get worse instead of bette

Corporations Dissolved 


Under New York Law 


Firms Failing to File Returns 
Include 197 in Chemical, 
Drug and Oil Trades 


ALBANY, Dec. 17, 1930 


More than twelve thousand New 
York State co porations have ven dis 
solved by the Secretary of State. unde 
the provisions of chapter 297 of the 
laws of 1929, because they have failed 
to file an annual franchise tax return 
during the period of five years pre- 
ceding June 30, 1930 The names of 
the eorporations so) dissolve ad have been 
published as provided by law in the 
“State sulletin.”” a monthly publica 
tion issued hy the Secretary of State, 
and will not be officially published 
elsewhere They are arranged alpha 
hetically, not by counties of their domi 
cile, but nearly 90 percent of all the 
concerns were domiciled within the 
City of New York. 

Under the provisions of a law passed 
in 1930 (chapter 16) any corporation 
dissolved in error by proclamation of 
the Secretary of State. upon certification 
to the Secretary of State by the State 
Tax Commission, the Secretary of State 
shall make appropriate entry on the 
records of the Department of State, 
Which entry shall have the effect of 
annulling all the proceedings thereto 
fore taken for the dissolution of such 
corporation, and it shall have such 
corporate powers, rights, duties and 
obligations as it had on the date of 
the publication of the proclamation 
With the same force and effect as if 
such proclamation had not been made 
or published, 


Reinstatement Procedure 


Any of the corporations dissolved by 
the proclamation may, at any time 
Within six months, by the filing of 
proper returns and the payment of all 
taxes and penalties and interest, be 
reinstated as going corporations on 
the payment of a further fee of $50 
Under the law, all back taxes due by 
corporations become a lien against any 
real property they may own the same 
as realty taxes. 


Experience in the past has shown 
that a number of corporations have 
been dissolved in error, and that the 
publicity given such action in the 
‘State Bulletin” is not sufficient to 
notify them of the action taken. The 
appended names are those of dissolved 
corporations whose designations indi 
cate that they were connected with the 
chemical, drug, oil, paint, and related 
trades

Buying Continues Slow as Trade Seeks to Hold 
Inventory Stocks at Minimum--Spring Dating Conces- 
sion on Lead Derivatives Is Expected Momentarily 


The position of the markets for 
paint, varnish and lacquer materials 
last week was merely what was ex- 
pected and what could be expected for 
the next few weeks, according to the 
producers of the various raw mate- 
rials. The general depression of busi- 
ness combined with determinations of 
consumers to close the year with the 
barest minimum of stocks on hand, to 
create a very poor sales aggregate for 
the period under review and indicate 
that there would be nothing in the 
form of encouragement until after the 
holidays. Producers were generally 
resigned to the condition existing and 
with few exceptions did not resort to 
price cutting as an agency for light- 
ening their own stocks. 

The usual Spring dating concession 
on orders for lead oxides and lead-in- 
oil was expected momentarily by the 
trade but up to the moment of writ- 
ing, the corroders had not taken any 
steps in that direction. In the mean- 
while, trade in these and other pig- 
ments was small. Varnish gum prices 
were subject to sharp cuts in a lim- 
ited number of directions. As a gen- 
eral rule the importers were among 
those with a resignation toward the 
slowness of things, but in one or two 
directions there was a strong desire 
to liquidate and some handsome con- 
cessions were available should any one 
choose to buy. Primary markets for 
these gums were quite steady and, in 
some directions, a trifle higher than 
previously. A good idea of the spot 


American parity on Wednesday, but a 
subsequent lift in prices brought the 
London position up to the parity point. 
Sales were rather light here. Stocks of 
refined lead in the United States at 
the end of November totaled 90,402 
tons, against 84,375 in October, accord- 
ing to the American Bureau of Metal 
Statistics. Total refinery production of 
lead in the United States amounted to 
48,988 short tons in November, against 
55,369 in October and 53,237 in Septem- 
ber. 

Domestic lead shipments in Novem- 
ber were reported at 43,062 tons, against 
45,129 in October and 52,451 in Septem- 
ber. 

Slab zinc continued on its previously 
indicated course in a downward direc- 
tion last week. The week’s opening 
found a 10 point drop from the preced- 
ing Friday’s close, and on Tuesday an- 
other drop occurred, placing the East 
St. Louis market at 4c. per pound. To- 
ward the close of the week the pro- 
ducers took a firmer look at things and 
held for the 4c. per pound price. Sales, 
however, were few, particularly so 
because of the declining market. Fol- 
lowing the sentiment that had been 
current in market circles over the past 
few weeks it was revealed by the 
American Bureau of Metal Statistics 
that November production was sharply 
lower than preceding months. World 
production in November was 86,588 
short tons, compared with 94,684 tons 
in October and 91,824 tons in Septem- 
ber.

Dry color manufacturers and also 
the producers of bartyes and lithopone 
continued the work of lining up con- 
tracts for next year’s business. The 
recent price cut in the latter has to 
some degree shut out the open market 
for the imported variety of the latter. 
Last week, one importer reduced the 
price for import but, that figure was 
still substantially higher than the level 
asked by the domestic sellers. It was 
indicated by a factor in the foreign 
article that the situation would narrow 
down to a point where open market 
trade would be confined to certain in- 
dividual outlets that maintained qual- 
ity preferences of some sort or an- 
other. 

Awards for new building construc- 
tion in the metropolitan area, Decem- 
ber 8 to 12, totaled $9,192,100, according 
to the F. W. Dodge Corporation. This 
brought the total for December to $17,- 
252,500, at the rate of $1,568,400 a busi- 
ness day. In November the daily rate 
was $2,465,300, while in December, 
1929, the rate of contract letting was 
$4,243,600 a business day. 

The contract record for the first 
eleven business days of the month 
showed $9,832,000 for new residential 
buildings, $5,439,000 for non-residential 
structures and $1,981,500 for public 
works and utilities. For the year to 
date contracts awarded for new con- 
struction of all types in this area 
amounted to $993,653,900, as compared 
with $1,196,578,500 for the correspond- 
ing period ended December 13, 1929.

Pigments 


Pigment materials settled into a 
very quiet market position last week 
and, according to the producers, would 
remain there until after the holidays. 
The main feature of the market was 
in the expectancy for the usual an- 
nouncement of Spring dating on orders 
for lead derivatives which, at the 
moment of writing on Friday, had not 
been made. According to a leading 
corroder, white lead sales have been 
running approximately 25 percent less 
than last year. 

White Lead.—Nothing of importance 
has come into the market since the 
reduction in prices for basic carbonate 
and basic sulphate pigments at the 
commencement of the month. Sales 
last week were few. According to a 
leading corroder, sales have been run- 
ning about 25 percent behind 1929. The 
trade was expecting an announcement 
regarding the usual spring dating on 
lead-in-oil orders but nothing was un- 
dertaken up to the time of writing. 

Red Lead.—The usual Spring dating 
was expected from corroding quarters 
momentarily but up to the time of 
writing there had been no announce- 
ment to that effect. In the meanwhile, 
prices rested evenly on the _ steady 
position of the basic raw material. 
Trade was very slow last week. 

Litharge.—This commodity shared 
the position that featured other lead 
products. The consuming trade was 
expecting the usual Spring dating con- 
cession but corroders made no move

Lithopone.—The market settled into 
a quiet position as makers continued 
the work of lining up contracts to 
cover consumers’ requirements over the 
initial half of 1931 at the recently re- 
duced basis of 41%c. per pound. Fol- 
lowing the reduction in the domestic 
product, an importer was prepared 
last week to quote 4% c. per pound for 
shipment from abroad, ‘4c. per pound 
over domestic producers’ prices For 
imported material out of warehouse, 
5%c. per pound was asked for 
the smail lots on spot. 

Orange Mineral.—Up to the time of 
writing, corroders have not made any 
announcement regarding the Spring 
dating ccncession which was expected 
momentarily. 

Titanium Pigment.—The price struc- 
ture for this pigment was firmly held 
throughout. Purchasing, however, 
shared the dullness that characterized 
the remainder of the pigment group. 
The usual pick-up of interest was ex- 
pected after the turn of the vear. 

Zinc Oxide.——Producers of the do- 
mestic article repeated that the de- 
mand was about at the volume that 
could be expected what with the ap- 
proaching holiday period and the dis- 
position of the consuming trade to 
hold their inventories at a minimum. 
The rubber manufacturing trade con- 
sumed 129,847,125 pounds of this pig- 
ment during 1929, according to the 
Bureau of Census. This compared 
with the entire output of 316,959,131 
pounds. 

Antimony White.—Prices held un- 
changed over the past week at 13c. 
to 13%c. per pound. The basic metal 
remained unchanged last week also. 
Demand was slow. 

Barytes.—The domestic producers 
were centering their efforts upon lin- 
ing up contracts for 1931 and were 
holding prices firmly at the same 
levels that applied through 1930. 


Dry Colors 


The return of signed contracts cover- 
ing buyers’ requirements of dry color 
supplies over 1930 was more active last 
week but there was still a measurable 
rercentage of contracts outstanding. 
Last week’s spot business was very 
small and sellers reiterated that 1 sim- 
uer condition was most likely tu re- 
inain over the next few weeks as the 
purchasing trade ssvght to keep its 
year-end stocks at the lowest possible 
minimum. Price values in the dry 
color division of the market were 
steady to firm with no changes noted. 

Carbon Black.—Dullness continued 
to cover this article through the past 
week. Prices remained steady at 4c. 
per pound, f.o.b. Texas, and 4.10c. per 
pound, f.o.b. Louisiana. Consumption 
of this black by the rubber manufac- 
turing trade in 1929 was 163,037,612 
pounds, according to the Bureau of 
Census. This compared with a total 
of 138,474,000 pounds, reported earlier 
in the year by the Bureau of Mines as 
having been sold to the rubber manu- 
facturing trade. The comparison would 
indicate that the rubber trade used 
25,563,612 pounds from their carry-over 
stocks from 1928. 

Carmine No. 40.—There have been 
no new developments of importance 
since the reduction of prices a week 
ago to the basis of $4.40 per pound 
for 100 pound lots and $4.50 to $4.85 
per pound for tins in smaller quanti- 
ties. 

Chrome Colors.—Trade in chrome 
yellows last week was typical of that 
in other colors. The spot market was 
idle while most of the interest was 
centered on the task of lining up con- 
tracts for next year’s needs. Prices 
for light greens have not shown any 
change. 

Iron Blues.—Prices continued to evi- 
dence firmness while spot business 
continued in a small way and was 
likely to remain so until after the 
turn of the year. 

Iron Oxides.—There were no visible 
changes in the price structure last 
week as business proceeded at a slow 
rate which the suppliers reported was 
likely to continue until January. 

Ochers.—Imports of this material 
and sienna in October totaled 906,281 
pounds, a sharp decline from the 2,166,- 
204 pound total in October, 1929. Oc- 
tober imports brought the total for 
the initial ten months of the year to 
12,695,596 pounds, compared with 19,- 
414,318 pounds in the corresponding 
period of 1929. 

Vermilion.—This product continued 
in the same groove that it has occu- 
pied for the past few weeks. Prices 
were held rather steadily although 
there was some competitive shading 
reported for orders involving quanti- 
ties. Large orders, however, were very 
infrequent. 


Colors in Oil 


As usual at this time of the year 
business in the various oil colors was 
seasonally slow. The distributing trade 
was exercising a policy of deferring 
its replacement orders until later on 
perhaps until after the turn of the 
year. In the meanwhile, the sellers 
declared that things were just about 
what could be expected for the pe- 
‘riod and were not resorting to cut

prices as a medium for a better buying 
interest. 


Varnish Gums 


The market for varnish gums re- 
mained in a very dull position although 
in the final few days of the week 
there was a better inquiry for some 
of the more popular gums in certain 
directions. As in other branches of 
the trade, sellers have become resigned 
to the ruling state of affairs and gen- 
erally were not exercising any spe- 
cial efforts to push sales, preferring 
to await buying disposition which 
should brighten after the turn of the 
vear. On the other hand one or two 
importers were desirous of lightening 
stocks before the close of the year and 
one in particular was anxious to un- 
load rapidly. The fundamental posi- 
tion of prices was no easier than pre- 
viously. In fact, primary market 
prices were rather firm and in some 
eases higher, leaving the spot posi- 
tion about where it had been with 
the exception of the broad shading 
emanating from the few sellers that 
wished to liquidate. 

Copals.—The cheaply-priced offer- 
ings of Macassars and spirit solubles 
and also Congos and Pontianaks were 
still offered for sale last week in some 
directions. However, this condition 
was not universal in the market and 
all but a few importers were holding 
for the full level of the market. Pur- 
chasing remained very slow and would 
continue in a small way until after 
the turn of the year, according to the 
importers. 

Dammar.—There were shaded quo- 
tations on the standard Batavia article 
in a few directions, but the general 
market was unchanged at the basis of 
l4c. per pound. The low bid on a 
Navy department order for 50,000 
pounds of Batavia gum opened Thurs- 
day was 12.49c, per pound for March 1 
delivery and 11.99c. per pound for April 
1 delivery, less 1 percent for payment 
within 10 days. Other low bids were 
12.20c. per pound and 12.22c. per pound, 
both net. As March 1 delivery would 
require spot or nearby position it 
would tend to either weaken the mar- 
ket or remove some of the shaded of- 
ferings current. Singapore gums were 
quoted lower in the same certain di- 
rections, but elsewhere the prices were 
without change. 

Elemi.—There was no life to the 
market for this gum last week. Prices 
remained in their nominal position at 
the basis of the latest sales. 

Kauri.—Prices held _ steadily al- 
though in the absence of business, 
things were largely in a nominal posi- 
tion. Imports during October aggre- 
gated 125,963 pounds, compared with 
238,579 pounds in October, 1929. The 
total imported for the initial ten 
months of 1930 was 2,673,368 pounds, 
compared with 4,199,839 pounds in a 
like period of 1929. 

Sandarac.—New crop material was 
offered on spot last week at 19c. per 
pound. This figure represented a re- 
duction of 5c. per pound from the pre- 
vious asking price and was just one- 
half the market figure for the article 
at this time a year ago. 


Other Paint Materials 


The seven-day period under review 
was a dull and dragging period for the 
list of miscellaneous paint materials. 
Demand was wholly confined to small 
replacement needs for immediate use 
and as in the case of the division of 
the paint materials’ market, the sup- 
pliers did not look for anything of a 
more promising nature until after the 
holidays. Prices were held in rather 
steady fashion and there were no 
changes to report. 

Bronze Powder.—The demand side of 
the market was still slow. Prices were 
openly without change, but it was still 
possible to buy in some directions at 
a concession. 

Casein.—October imports of this ma- 
terial totaled 142,621 pounds, compared 
with 2,199,239 pounds in October, 1929. 
The receipts during the first ten 
months of the year were 17,105,488 
pounds, compared with 24,038,622 
pounds in a like period of 1929. Last 
week was another slow period for the 
article while prices continued to tend 
toward easiness. 

Whiting.—Prices continued without 
change while the demand side of the 
market remained slow and rather dis- 
connected. 

Wood Flour.—Broader replacement 
buying has been noted in a limited 
number of consuming channels. As a 
general thing, however, there was no 
disposition to buy and the prices re- 
mained in a largely nominal position. 

V. M. and P. Naphtha.—As reported 
a week ago, refiners had been accept- 
ing orders at a lower basis, but the 
reduction in tank car prices was 2c. 
per gallon and not 4c. as reported be- 
cause of typographical error. The 
schedule was currently based at 10c. 
per gallon in tankcars at Bayonne and 
16c. per gallon in steel barrels. Tank- 
wagon prices were l6c. per gallon in 
New York and 18c. per gallon in New 
Jersey, but these quotations could be 
shaded in some directions by as much 
as 2c. per gallon.

Driers 


Drier materials continued to occupy 
a dull position. The usual outlets of 
consumption furthered their previously 
evidenced policy of holding their in- 
ventory stocks to a bare minimum and 
the replacement call was not likely to 
appear in anything but small fashion 
until after the turn of the year. The 
list of prices was held free from ele- 
ments of a disturbing nature and there 
were no changes to report last week. 


Glues 


The movement of replacement sup- 
plies of animal glues into the regular 
channels of consumption continued at 
the reduced volume of recent weeks. 
In some instances the call was further 
decreased last week by consumers’ dis- 
positions to defer their orders until 
after the holidays. Prices continued to 
show the same firmness that has char- 
acterized them for some time. 


Metal Leaf 


Weaknesses in the price structure re- 
mained over last week. However, the 
weak spots were confined to a limited 
number of directions and as there has 
been no buying of consequence within 
recent weeks, such shading that oc- 
curred did not disrupt the surface po- 
sition of the market. Some of the 
larger factors continued to hold their 
output down to the bare needs of the 
market. 


Lacquer Materials 

The market for the lacquer solvents 
moved through a rather dull week, 
owing to many of the larger consum- 
ers awaiting the inventory figures. Ef- 
forts were centered largely on the 
closing up of 1931 contracts. The up- 
ward revision of the price schedule for 
ethyl acetate reacted in a favorable 
manner, bringing out orders for 1931 
first quarter delivery from those 
sourees of consumption that were in- 
clined to await further developments 
in the price situation. An increase in 
the demand is expected to be felt in 
this market, most particularly from the 
automotive center, upon the completion 
of the inventory-taking period, due to 
the reported depleted condition of sur- 
plus stocks. 

Acetone.—Buying was on a very con- 
servative scale, owing to the larger 
consumers taking inventory. Bookings 
of 1931 contracts have been about con- 
cluded, with a satisfactory volume hav- 
ing been written. Prices were without 
change. 

Buty! Acetate.—Revision downward 
in the price schedule broadened buying 
to a considerable extent, but the in- 
crease in demand lacked the sufficient 
strength to cause any change in the 
price. Dealers were reported carry- 
ing a favorable volume of orders on 
books for 1931 delivery. 

Butyl Alcohol.— Moderate buying 
marked the character of the business 
in this market last week. Usual quar- 
ters of consumption were awaiting in- 
ventory figures. Prices were steady 
to firm. 

Dibuty! Phthalate.—Conditions re- 
vealed little change from those of the 
previous week, with the call restricted 
to the hand-to-mouth variety of buy- 
ing. Quotations were unaltered. 

Diethyl Phthalate.—Routine consum- 
ers purchased for immediate require- 
ments, with the result that spot prices 
revealed no revision from the sched- 
ule in effect previously. 

Ethyl Acetate.—The establishment 
of the 8.8c. market brought forth orders 
from those consumers who were hesi- 
tating to enter commitments for 1931 
delivery. Firm tone was a conspic- 
uous factor throughout the week. 


Window Glass 


With a spirit of resignation toward 
the prevailing conditions and the ex- 


pected slowness from now until the 
turn of the year, the manufacturers of 
glass were centering their attentions 
toward the new year. Compared with 
the commencement of 1930, the trade 
approached 1931 in a favorable position, 
Production has been reduced closer to 
but not at market demands and the 
looseness that had featured the scale 
of discounts allowed was to a measure- 
able degree, tightened. 


Atwood Is Vice-President 
Of P.&V.P.C. Federation 


F. Clarke Atwood, chief chemist of 
the Craftex Company, Boston, has been 
named vice-president of the Federation 
of Paint and Varnish Production Clubs 
to fill a vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of P. J. Whiteway, Philadelphia, 
who was elected at the Toronto con- 
vention but who found it impossible to 
fill the position because of reasons of 
health and business. Mr. Atwood, the 
new Federation vice-president, is also 
president of the New England Paint 
and Varnish Production Club, as well 
as a member of the executive board of 
the national organization. He will be 
succeeded in the last-named office by 
Roy B. Anderson of the Brooklyn Var- 
nish Manufacturing Company, who is a 
member of the New York and New 
Jersey Varnish and Paint Managers’ 
Association. 

Mr. Atwood is a graduate of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
where he was an instructor for two 
years following his graduation. He is 
a native of Danvers, Mass., where he 
was born in 1893.

series of shades is not large. But, when 
it comes to describing colors, most 
persons may be said to be “color dumb.” 
Terms adequately descriptive of the 
majority of the multitude of shades 
which it is possible to make with the 
three primary colors are practically 
nonexistent. There are long lists of 
color names, and there are compre- 
hensive designations of color shades 
in terms of the primary colors. But 
these, in the first instance, are arbi- 
trary and nondescriptive, and, in the 
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second instance, are useless to per- 
who want to know how to de- 
scribe a color shade in everyday lan- 
guage. 

Even in the. sciences, the color 
nomenclature of any specific group is 
greatly deficient in descriptiveness, and 
its best range covers but a fraction of 
the range of shades. Uniformity does 
not exist; duplication of name in re- 
spect of different colors is common. 
Existing lists of names are not gen- 
erally known—each worker often has 
his own list—and the identification of 
a color by even the most commonly 
used name is not certain. 

In a commendable endeavor to facili- 
tate the identification of colors by the 
names in common use, A. Maerz, direc- 
tor of the American Color Research 
Laboratory, and M. Rea Paul, con- 
sulting colorist in the laboratories of 
the National Lead Company, have 
compiled a “Dictionary of Color.” The 
authors make no attempt to “play 
Adam” and give every color a name. 
they undertake no construction of a 
new system of color terminology. But, 
by means of lucid text, comprehensive 
tables, and fifty-six plates (each con- 
taining seventy-two shades) they en- 
deavor to indicate to the maker, buyer, 
or user of color, in whatsoever me- 
dium, just what is meant by this 
that color name.

American Standards ‘Asv’a 
Completed 46 New Codes 


During year 1929, forty-six new 
national standards in the fields of 
chemical, civil, electrical and mechani- 
cal engineering, and in mining, wood- 
working and a number of other indus- 
tries were completed by the American 
Standards Association, this city, ac- 
cording to the report submitted to the 
association by the retiring president, 
William J. Sherrill, of the United Gas 
Improvement Company, Philadelphia. 
These standards included a number of 
safety codes which have been put into 
use by regulatory bodies, insurance 
sroups and industry as a basis for 
nationally uniform methods of safe- 
guarding the lives and health of work- 
ers. 

Mr. Sherrill’s report, which was pre- 
sented at the annual meeting, Decem- 
ber 11, at the Hotel Astor, this city, 
also stated that the greatly increased 
financing of the association’s work 
during the year had made possible the 
enlargement of the technical staff. The 
association was selected during the 
vear for representation on the council 
by the Council of the International 
Standards Association, Basle, Switzer- 
land, which now comprises 18 national 
standardizing bodies. 

Bancroft Gherardi, vice-president 
and chief engineer of the American 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, was 
elected president to succeed Mr. Sher- 
rill, and Cloyd M. Chapman, engineer 
for Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & Co., 
was re-elected vice-president. The lat- 
ter will also be chairman of the asso- 
ciation’s standards council in charge of 
the association’s technical work. The 
association is composed of 2,000 repre- 
sentatives of 500 national trade, techni- 
cal and governmental bodies.

Tariff Commission Issues 


New Rules on Procedure 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11, 1930. 

Printed copies of rules of practice 
and procedure under the flexible pro- 
visions of the tariff law are now be- 
ing distributed by the United States 
Tariff Commission. The rules do not 
differ essentially from those issued 
in mimeographed form in September, 
although in many places the language 
is expanded and clarified. The new 
print also contains rules in the ad- 
ministration of Section 337 of the 
tariff act, which relates to unfair com- 
petition in importing, and it contains 
an appendix giving the text of all sec- 
tions of the act relating to the Tariff 
Commission. 

The only material addition tuo the 
rules governing Section 336, the flexi- 
ble rate provision, provides for the 
filing of briefs within ten days after 
the date fixed for hearing, unless 
otherwise ordered, and specifies that 
ten copies of typed, multigraphed, or 
printed rules shall be filed. Rules cf 
practice under Section 337 follow 
closely those of the flexible provision.

Margarin Labeling le 
Defended Before F.T.C. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15, 1930. 


The power of the Federal Trade 
Commission to supervise the labeling 
of foods was in issue before the com- 
mission today in the case of the Blan- 
ton Company, St. Louis, manufacturer 
of oleomargarin. 

The commission’s complaint charges 
the company with unfair competition 
and deception in using the words, 
“Creamo” and “Creamaid,” as brands 
for oleomargarin, which the commis- 
sion claims contains little or no cream. 
The company waived oral argument, 
submitting the case on brief and re- 
plying on the findings of the commis- 
sion’s trial examiner, who recom- 
mended dismissal of the complaint. 
Edward D. Reardon, the commission’s 
attorney, argued for a cease and de- 
sist order. 

In its answer and brief the Blanton 
Company declares that the Federal 
Trade Commission is without author- 
ity to entertain such a complaint, be- 
cause the manufacture of margarin is 
under the control of the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, the Federal food and 
drugs act, the Federal meat inspection 
act, and various State food and tax 
laws. It states that following litiga- 
tion between the company and the 
Department of Agriculture, which went 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
administering the meat inspection act, 
approved the use of “Creamo Brand” 
on labels with the provision that, if 
less than 10 percent of cream is used, 
the percentage be stated. The com- 
pany declares that since this date it 
has used 5 percent of cream in its 
margarin made from animal fats and 
has so labeled its containers. On mar- 
garin made from vegetable fats the 
percentage of cream used was not 
stated because this product does not 
come under the meat inspection act, 
but the company claimed that it 
churns this product in a substantial 
amount of cream. 


Potash Found in Two 
More Government Tests 


The Geological Survey has com- 
pleted the analysis of the cores from 
the seventeenth and eighteenth gov- 
ernment potash test holes drilled in 
Lea county, New Mexico, and Loving 
county, Texas, by the Bureau of Mines 
under the potash act, which provides 
for joint explorations by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Though these 
holes are more than fifty miles apart, 
each reveals the presence of beds con- 
taining carnallite (KCl.MgClo.6HoO) 
and sylvite (KCl), two of the commer- 
cially most important potash minerals 
of the European fields, in addition to 
numerous beds of polyhalite (KoSOx4.- 
MgS0,4.2CaS0O,4.2HoO). 

Probably none of the beds encoun- 
tered in either hole has sufficient rich- 
ness to become of immediate commer- 
cial interest, but several beds in hole 
17 are possibly of prospective impor- 
tance. In this hole, too, langbeinite 
(KoSO,s.2MgSO,4) and leonite (KoSOx,,- 
MgS04.4H»O) were recognized in addi- 
tion to the other potash minerals 
named. It is not known whether these 
two holes mark parts of a single basin 
containing potash chloride or represent 
separate basins.

The trend of flaxseed prices in do- 
mestic and foreign markets was again 
downward last week. In the North- 
west there was selling on weakness in 
grain. Some of this selling was attrib- 
uted to country operators. On declines 
there was buying by crushers. De- 
mand for cash seed continued good. 
Receipts at terminal points were light 
and the country movement was small 

On Wednesday a report was issued 
at Washington which put the yield for 
the season at 23,682,000 bushels against 
17,682,229 bushels last season. The 
yield per acre this year was 6 bushels 
against 5.6 bushels last season. The 
farm value of this year’s crop was 
$33,097,000 against $68,459,000 in the 
previous season. 

There were no shipments from Ar- 
gentina to the United States last week; 
total since January 1, 10,322,000 bushels 
against 21,144,000 bushels in the same 
time last year. Shipments to all coun- 
tries last week were 720,000 bushels 
against 667,000 in the previous week 
and 669,000 bushels last year; since 
January 1, 46,878,000 bushels against 
63,496,000 bushels in the corresponding 
peried last year.

Loses in Damage Suits 


Awards totalling $124,540.50 were 
made December 17 by the Federal Dis- 
trict Court, this city, against the Spen- 
& Sons, Inc., in favor of 
relatives and derendents of eighteen 
men who were drowned and twelve 
who were injured on December 20, 1922, 
when a launch, the Linseed King, 
owned by the company was sunk in 
the ice-locked Hudson river off the 
Edgewater, N. J. plant of the company.

Refined Oil Futures Irregular, Closing Higher on 
Most Months--Lard and Live Hogs Steadier--Cotton 


Advances, then Deciines--Southern Markets Quiet 


Southern markets for cottonseed 
products were generally quiet last 
week, but trading here in refined oil 
futures was fairly active for these 
times. Local prices showed irregular- 
ity, an early advance being followed 
by a setback after which the market 
again turned upward, closing moder- 
ately higher on the more active 
months. Crude oil was easier at one 
time, but the tone of Southern markets 
Was steadier later on. Offerings of 
crude oil as well as other products 
were light. The production of seed for 
930 was put in an official report at 
,327,700 tons, or 262,300 tons less than 
last season. According to the weekly 
government weather and crop report 
the work of gathering cotton has been 
practically finished. 

The total transactions in refined oil 
futures on the New York Produce Ex- 
change for five business days of the 
week were 500 barrels, old contracts, 
and 175 tanks, new contracts, as com- 
pared with 400 and 147, respectively, 
in the previous week. Closing prices 
on Friday were 10 points lower on old 
December and unchanged to 10 points 
higher on later months as compared 
with the previous Saturday. 

Cotton futures in the local market 
were more active with prices irregular, 
the trend being upward early in the 
week and downward later. On Friday 
January closed at 9.63c., March 9.90c. 
and May 10.19c., showing a decline of 
11 to 13 points as compared with the 
previous Friday.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Southern markets were generally 
quiet so far as consuming demand was 
concerned, though speculative opera- 
tions in the Memphis market continued 
rather active. Demand for meal from 
the fertilizer trade was disappointing 
and it was reported that there was a 
disposition in some quarters to reduce 
estimates of the season's requirements 
in this industry. 

Demand for meal from the _ feed 
trade was also disappointing, this be- 
ing attributed in part to a decline in 
prices for competing product. The ex- 
port inquiry for cake and meal con- 
tinued slow. The movement of seed 
from first hands was light, as usual, at 
this period of the year and the indi- 
cations pointed to a continuation of 
small receipts as unsold supplies in the 
hands of growers are said to be unusu- 
ally light, while the work of picking 
and ginning the cotton crop appears 
to have been practically completed ex- 
cept at some points in the northern 
portion of the belt. 

Quotations were apparently _ still 
largely nominal. In the Southeast 7 
percent meal was quoted at $24 to $25 
per ton. In the Valley § percent meal 
was $29.50 to $30.50 per ton. In the 
Southwest $27.50 to $28.50 per ton was 
quoted for 43 percent cake and meal. 


Cottonseed Oil 


Trading in refined cottonseed oil fu- 
tures in the local market was on a 
fair scale last week though the deal- 
ings lacked snap. Commission house 
business was still light and ring trad- 
ers in many cases were disposed to 
operate merely for narrow’ turns 
pending further developments in the 
general financial and business situa- 
tion. The sharp recovery in the mar- 
ket for securities created a rather 
more cheerful feeling in some quarters 
but the absence of any real improve- 
ment in general business in this coun- 
try had a tendency to make traders 
cautious, 

Prices showed irregularity, the 
frend being upward early in the week 
with a recession later. Subsequently, 
there was another upturn. The ad- 
vance in the market for securities 
caused covering of shorts and was 
also reflected in more or less new 
buying for local and outside account. 
Offerings of contracts were light at 
times. An advance in cotton also had 
a strengthening effect. The action of 
the markets for live hogs and lard fu- 
tures at Chicago was more encourag- 
ing to believers in higher prices for 
cottonseed oil. Receipts of hogs were 
smaller and prices were steadier al- 
though changes were small. 

On the advance in oil prices some 
recent buyers liquidated. Confidence 
in an extended advance in commodity 
values at this time appears to be lack- 
ing among many students of business 
affairs. Also there were further bank 
failures in the South and in some 


quarters there was a disposition to re- 
gard the upturn in securities as merely 
temporary and as due in no small 
measure to technical speculative con- 
ditions. Business in many oils, fats and 
greases was quiet and few look for any 
broadening of trade until after the 
turn of the year. Trade in cottonseed 
products in the South was quiet and 
crude oil in some sections was slightly 
easier though offerings were still gen- 
erally reported as light. 

Stocks of lard in Chicago showed a 
moderate increase during the first half 
of December. The gain, amounting to 
ubout 1,700,000 pounds, was the first 
reported in a considerable period. 
Stocks there on December 15 were 
8,342,565 pounds against 6,646,044 
pounds on December 1. The weight of 
the hogs received in Chicago during 
the week ended December 13 averaged 
227 pounds. This compared with 224 
pounds in the previous week and 220 
pounds in the week before that 

The final government report on the 
corn crop was’ considered bullish 
though it was without influence as a 
market factor. The indicated yield of 
corn was 2,081,048,000 bushels against 
2,094,000,000 in November and a final 
vield last year of 2,622,189,000 bushels. 
According to private advices unsold 
supplies of cottonseed in first hands in 
the South are unusually small. Cot- 
tonseed prices to producers on Decem- 
ber 1 averaged $21.62 per ton, it was 
officially stated, as compared with 
$30.33 on the same date last year. Ap- 
plying these prices to the estimated 
production of seed of 6,327,700 tons in 
1930, and 6,590,000 tons in 1929, the 
farm value of the 1930 crop of seed is 
$136,789,000 and of the 1929 seed 
$199,881,000. 

Closing prices on Friday were 10 
points lower on old December and un- 
changed to 10 points higher on later 
months as compared with the final 
quotations of the previous Friday.

Unsettlement Continues to Prevail -- Bulk Gasoline 
Prices Hold but Weakness Is Distinct--Crude Situation 
Is Critical--Small Purchasers Extend Cutting of Prices 


Continued unsettlement prevailed in 
both the crude and refined divisions of 
the petroleum market last week. Gaso- 
line prices at the refineries did not 
generally sag any lower than their 
status a week ago but weakness was 
distinct. In the Group 3 area the larger 
vefiners succeeded in holding the level 
of the market but some of the smaller 
sellers were allowing the material to 
enter consumption at shaded prices 
and in the East Coast market the sit- 
uation was a very irregular one. In 
the Central States section as well as 
in the other distributing areas, the 
purchasing trade was exercising a 
“stand-off” policy and permitted the 
market to run its own course, which 
also influenced prices toward the 
weaker side. 

The crude situation followed its 
dicated course of a week ago. The 
condition of the Midcontinent market 
Was a critical one, as demand lost 
scope and cheap prices became more 
freely available. Last week crudes 
from Howard and Glasscock counties, 
West Texas fields, were posted at a 
further reduction by one of the smal- 
ler purchasing companies. Leading 
purchasers of Somerset grade and 
Wayne district crude oils from Penn- 
sylvania discontinued their takings of 
those oils last week and also some pur- 
chasers that had been paying a pre- 
mium for the regular Pennsylvania 
grade crudes discontinued that prac- 
tice last week. In California the state 
operators’ general committee took 
things into hand and commenced a

above to 34 degrees at 60c. per barrel. 
This scale replaced a flat price of 50c. 
per barrel posted a fortnight ago and 
compared with prices named by the 
larger purchasers of 50c. per barrel for 
oil of 25 degrees of gravity and below 
with a 2c. per barrel differential for 
each degree upward to 34 at 74c. per 
barrel. The continued spread of these 
cheap prices and the revelations of a 
week ago to the effect that some of the 
large purchasers were buying oil below 
the posted prices and the general 
weakness of the refined products mar- 
kets gave substance to the persistent 
rumors in oil circles that the leading 
purchasers would be forced to reduce 
the posted scale shortly after the turn 
of the year. 

Last week the South Penn Oil Com- 
pany discontinued the purchase of 
Somerset grade and Wayne district 
crude oils in Cumberland lines. The 
lack of demand for these oils prefaced 
the move. Also, a group of small pur- 
chasers discontinued paying the pre- 
mium price of 25c. per barrel over the 
prices posted by South Penn on runs 
of Pennsylvania grade crude. Penn- 
sylvania grade crude was among those 
to show an increase in flow, running 
at 59,650 barrels daily during the week 
ended December 13, compared with 
56,650 barrels during the preceding 
week. 

The latest production estimates 
showed the California output to be 
running above the 600,000 barrel mark. 
However, a sharp reduction was 
agreed upon at a conference of the

drive to reduce that section’s 
to 550,000 barrels a day. 

The declining prices of bulk gaso- 
line commenced to show a further re- 
flection in tankwagon and service sta- 
tion prices last week. Leading mar- 
keters in Ohio effected a sharp reduc- 
tion throughout that area and another 
decline was placed into effect in the 
Denver territory. The local tank- 
wagon situation was unchanged, but 
was reported to have been subject to 
a measurable amount of flexibility in 
certain sections. 


Crude Petroleum 


The Midcontinent crude oil situation 
was still a critical one. During the 
seven-day period under review condi- 
tions passed without an indication of 
betterment that had any major signifi- 
cance attached to it. In fact, the events 
of the week pointed toward the weaker 
side what with an increase in the out- 
put and further extension of the avail- 
ability of cheaply priced crude. Re- 
ceivers for the Cosden Oil Company, 
posted a new price for Howard and 
Glasscock crudes last week. The new 
scale was 40c. per barrel for oil of 25 
degrees of gravity and below and 2c. 
per barrel differential for each degree

The Standard 
Oil Company of California posted 
prices for oil at the Playa del Rey 
field, a new area. The new scale which 
was placed into effect Thursday was 
based at 74c. per barrel for oil of 20 to 
20.9 degrees of gravity running upward 
to 90c. per barrel for oil of 25 degrees 
and upward. 

Oil production in Venezuela showed 
a decline during November. The out- 
put amounted to 10,910,501 barrels or a 
daily average of 363,683 barrels, com- 
pared with a total of 11,784,591 bar- 
rels or a daily average of 373,897 bar- 
rels in October. Production in Novem- 
ber, 1929 aggregated 11,251,973 barrels 
or a daily average of 375,066 barrels.

Refinery Products 


Although the bulk gasoline market 
in the East Coast area occupied an 
irregular pcsition, the general situa- 
tion in light refined oils here was in 
furtherance of the various courses in- 
dicated a Gasoline demand 
Was somewhat spotty and just about 
held its own with the preceding week, 
while prices were reported by the re- 
finers as having shown a slight stir- 
fening but still remained in a weak- 
ened position. Kerosene was bought 
in better fashion and a portion of 
the distress stocks that has been dis- 
turbing the market here was thought 
to have been removed. At least, the 
quotations were somewhat firmer in 
certain directions. However, the mar- 
ket could still be shaded by a liberal 
margin. Since the reduction in diesel 
oils a week ago the heavy oil group 
has not revealed any developments of 
an important nature. 

The uncertain position in Group 3 
has caused buyers of gasoline to re- 
duce their purchases to their imme- 
diate needs. The large refiners have 
been able to hold the prices at the 
preceding week’s level but there were 
weak spots noted and the U. S. Motor 
product could have been bought at 
concession. Pale and red neutral lubes 
Were reduced fractionally by Gulf 
Coast refiners last week. ;

The Central States area was featured 
with weak price tones in the gasoline 
market and also a spirit of buying 
hesitancy. Both conditions were inter - 
related with each other. Kerosene re- 
mained in a lifeless position while the 
heavy oils were bare of features.

Price of Chlorine in Tanks Reduced--Cut in Copper 
Brings Lower Quotations for Blue Vitriol--Dormant 
Demand Reflects the Nearness of Inventory Period 


A reduction in the quotation of chlo- 
rine in tank cars, works, and the ad- 
justment of the price schedule on blue 
vitriol, in order to conform with cur- 
rent copper quotations, were the 
prominent features in the market for 
heavy chemicals last week. The de- 
mand slackened to an appreciable ex- 
tent, due to consumers endeavoring to 
maintain a low surplus supply of 
stocks for inventory purposes. Efforts 
were, therefore, concentrated largely 
on the closing up of the 1931 contracts. 

Inasmuch as the previous price on 
blue vitriol was based on higher quo- 
tations for copper, the reduction in the 
price of blue vitriol was not wholly 
unexepected in view of the compara- 
tively stabilized condition of the pres- 
ent copper market. 

In connection with copper, it was 
reported that the world production of 
this. metal in November was the low- 
est monthly output in several years, 
being placed at 139,914 tons, compared 
with 152,544 tons in October and 170,- 
585 tons in November, 1929. Inasmuch 
as the curtailment program agreed 
upon by the leading world producers 
did not begin to take effect until the 
latter part of November, it was ex- 
pected that another sharp. decline 
would be recorded in December. For 
the eleven months, ended November 
30, world production totaled 1,623,758 
tons, a decline of 246,919, compared 
with the same period in 1929. Sharp 
erticism was voiced by leading copper 
producers to the proposal introduced 
in Congress last week, seeking a 2c. 
per pound duty on all copper and cop- 
per products exported to the United 
States. It was indicated that several 
American copper companies have 
spent huge sums of money to develop 
copper-producing areas in other coun- 
tries, and, thus, they would be forced 
to take restrictive steps as to import- 
ing their product. At the same time, 
it was stated that potentially the big- 
gest development in the history of the 
copper industry was taking place in 
Rhodesia, where eventually 1,000,000

Ammonia, Aqua.—While an encour- 
aging volume of 1931 bookings have 
been reported in certain quarters, 
some of the larger consumers were said 
to be showing a disposition to await 
further price adjustment before enter- 
ing the market for 1931 commitments.

reported. Dealers were said to have 
about concluded the writing of 1931 
contracts and that sizable commit- 
ments were on the books for 1931 de- 
livery. Spot prices were firm. 

Arsenic.—Steady demand from the 
normal channels of consumption were 
noted in the market for the red ma- 
terial. Buying of the white powder 
slackened slightly, due to usual con- 
sumers having restricted purchases to 
reduce inventories. Prices were steady 
to firm. 

Antimony.—The metal moved through 
a rather dull week, but prices were 
held at the levels in effect previously. 
Operating schedules of the Chinese 
producers continued at a high rate, ac- 
cording to private cable advices. 

Barium Salts.—Hydrate moved to 
routine consumers in small-sized quan- 
tities last week. A number of inquir- 
ies for 1931 delivery were in the mar- 
ket and producers were reported car- 
rying a satisfactory volume of orders 
to be delivered next year for the water 
filtering purposes and for use in the 
printing ink industry. The tone of the 
market for the chloride developed a 
slight improvement. 

Bleaching Powder.—Conditions re- 
mained about the same as those of the 
previous week. Progress continued to 
be made on the writing of contracts 
for business next year. Spot market

tons of copper ore with a copper con- 
tent ranging from 3.3 percent to 7.5 
percent was expected to be mined. 

Copperas trade circles viewed with 
keen interest the announcement that 
further curtailment of operations had 
taken place at the steel plants last 
week, being estimated at 37 percent of 
capacity, compared with 38 percent of 
capacity a week ago. However, it was 
generally agreed that ingot production 
will have definitely established an up- 
ward tendency shortly after the turn 
of the year. This interpretation was 
given to the disinclination of the pro- 
ducers of finished steel to accept 
orders at current quotations for their 
product to any considerable distance in 
1931. 

Interest was shown in the publica- 
tion of the November lead production 
figures, being 48,988 short tons, against 
55,369 tons in October. Lead stocks 
in the hands of United States pro- 
ducers on December 1, amounted to 
90,402 short tons, an increase of 6,027 
tons over the preceding month.

Cottonseed Price Query 
Recesses Until Jan. 15 


Hearings in the Federal 
mission’s investigation of cottonseed 
prices and the cottonseed industry 
generally, which have been going on at 
Jackson, Miss., have been adjourned 
until January 15. The hearings at 
Jackson were started December 11 and 
will be resumed at that place after the 
Public hearings were pre- 
viously held by the investigators at 
Washington, Atlanta, Montgomery, 
Ala., Raleigh, N. C and Columbia, 
Ss. C. Voluminous testimony has been 
taken and reports remitted to Wash- 
ington covering the thus far 

Under direction of two Senate reso- 
Jutions, the commission is seeking in- 
formation as to whether or not cotton- 
seed oil mill operators have acquired 
control of cotton gins in order to de- 
stroy the competitive market for 
tonseed and to depress prices paid the 
farmer. Data is also sought concern- 
ing an alleged combination in viola- 
tion of the anti-trust laws with respect 
to prices for cottonseed and cotton- 
seed meal.

Refiners were not doing much business at 
this juncture. The jobbers do not wish to 
buy. Instead, they are taking just about 
what they need, and most of this is con- 
tract material, to be ordered out at the 
option of the buyer. 

Refinery gasoline stocks seem to be 
pointed upward slightly, although refiners 
here were fighting hard to keep them from 
becoming excessive. 

Kerosene, as usual, is showing no 
change and is even more nearly lifeless 
than for a long time. It is being applied 
on furnace oil business to some extent, 
but there is little spontaneous demand. 
Prices were unchanged. 

Distillates inclined toward 
with mild weather and demand for burner 
oils below peak levels. Some sellers have 
reduced their prices on tankcar business. 
However, the better grades of domestic 
gas oils are fairly firm and are quoted at 
about the same prices as distillates. 

There is a large amount of high cold 
test and high gravity fuel oil in the Mid- 
continent field awaiting orders, and also 
there is plenty of low sulphur high cold 
test oils in the Chicago market. The large 
industrial consumers are taking no chances 
and are buying only from hand to mouth. 
Large gas companies also are buving spar- 
ingly of gas oils, being plentifully sup- 
plied. 

High grade fuel oils are holding their 
own, but the demand is still disanpointing. 

Lubricating oil business is at a com- 
paratively low ebb.

Alcohol production in the United 
States amounted to 191,859,342.42 proof 
gallons in the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1930, according to the report of the 
Commissioner of Prohibition for that 
period. The year was the last before 
the transfer of the Bureau of Prohi- 
bition from the Treasury Department 
to the Department of Justice. In the 
preceding year, the total output of 
alcohol was 200,832,051.08 proof gallons. 
James M. Doran, who made the report 
for both years as Commissioner of 
Prohibition, attributes the decrease to 
the business recession in industries 
using alcohol as a raw material and 
to the bureau's policy of limiting the 
production of alcohol to actual indus- 
trial needs. 

Withdrawals from 
alcohol and rum for denaturation 
taled 181,601,420.34 proof gallons’ in 
the 1929-30 fiscal year, compared with 
182.778,966.1 proof gallons in the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. Production of de- 
natured aleohol in 1929-30 totaled 105,- 
TS87,537 wine gallons, compared with 
106.960,458.07 wine gallons in the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. Production of com- 
pletely and specially denatured alco- 
hols in the two years compared as

Commissioner Doran says that the 
increase in the production of completely 
denatured alcohol resulted principally 
from a larger use of this product as 
an antifreeze by motorists. The lower 
production of specially denatured alco- 
hol, he says, was caused in part by the 
business depression and in part by the 
bureau's efforts to prevent diversion of 
industrial alcohol to illegal purposes. 
These efforts are reviewed in the com- 
missioner’s report, and he that 
revision of specially denatured alcohol 
formula 44-A_ practically eliminated 
the diversion of lacquer thinners and 
solvents.

Fertilizer Materials 


Quietness ls Dominant Feature--Sulphate of Ammonia 
Turns Somewhat Firmer--Fewer Resale Offerings-- 
Phosphates and Potashes 


The condition of the fertilizer mate- 
rials’ market last week was essentially 
typical of that usually witnessed at 
this time of the season. Quiet ruled in 
every direction, and, as shown in pre- 
vious weeks, the supplying factors 
were quite resigned to the dullness and 
were not exercising any special efforts 
to induce buying. At least, they have 
not resorted to further shading 
prices as an agency for better interest. 

The slightly added interest that fea- 
tured sulphate of ammonia a week ago 
was thought to have been the cause 
for the steadier position of prices last 
week. Cheaply-priced offerings for re- 
sale were absent from the market last 
week and prices held a tone of steadi- 
ness at the reduced basis that was ef- 
fected at the commencement of the 
previous week. The remainder of the 
list of ammoniate materials did not 
contain any outstanding features. A 
very quiet brand of buying interest in 
nitrate of soda diverted the concern 
in that product to the progress of the 
work in completing the financial set-up 
of the Chilean combine. With the ar- 
rival of representatives of the Chilean 
government and other interests,

ferences to arrange the financial un- 
derwriting of the combine were sched- 
uled for last week in New York. 

The phosphate trade shared the 
slowness that characterized the am- 
moniates and potashes. The suppliers 
of phosphatic crudes did not expect 
any departure from the ruling dullness 
until after the turn of the year. Per- 
haps the most interesting development 
in that group of products last week 
was the news that exports of super- 
phosphate and phosphate rock for the 
first ten months of 1930 were maintain- 
ing a fairly satisfactory comparative 
aggregate with 1929. Superphosphate 
exports were substantially ahead of the 
1929 total. Of incidental interest last 
week was a report from the Trade 
Commissioner at Berlin stating that 
the German superphosphate interests 
had cut their prices approximately 
71%, percent from the previous year’s 
schedule. 

The potash trade last week was also 
a quiet market. As in the case of 
other fertilizer crudes, the purchasers 
showed nothing beyond a very casual 
intersst in things. 

Fertilizer tag sales in sixteen states 
for November were only one-third of 
1 percent less than those for Novem- 
ber, 1929, but totaled only 72.4 percent 
of those for November, 1928, according 
to the National Fertilizer Association. 
For the four months’ period ended No- 
vember sales were 81.6 percent of those 
for the same months of 1929 and 79.1 
percent of the sales for the same 
months two years ago. November sales 
in thirteen Southern states were 101.4 
percent of those for November, 1929, 
and 72 percent of those for Novem- 
ber, 1928.

Sulphate of Ammonia.—As reported 
in the late market summary of last 
week’s issue, the price shading that 
had featured the domestic market was 
not so frequently done as that week 
ended. Resale offerings were virtually 
withdrawn from the market and the 
position of prices was relatively steady 
at the basis of $34 per ton at the ports. 
Exports during the initial ten months 
of the year totaled 71,247 long tons, 
compared with 114,462 tons in 1929, 
according to the Department of Com- 
merce. Imports in excess of 6,000 tons 
in October placed the ten months’ 
trade at 19,863 tons, compared with 
17,549 tons during the corresponding 
months of 1929. Japan was still the 


largest export market for United 
States’ goods, but exports to that 
country declined from 60,025 tons to 


25,263 tons in 1930. Belgium replaced 
Germany as the leading shipper of ma- 
terial to this country, supplying 8,326 
tons, against 7,105 for Germany. Can- 
ada supplied 2,695 tons; Netherlands, 
822 tons; United Kingdom, 875 tons; 
Japan, 25 tons; and other countries 15 
tons. 

Dried Blood. — A distinct lack of 
feeding demand weighed heavily 
against prices for this ammoniate in 
Chicago last week. Prices were cur- 
rently at a spread from $2.75 to $3 per

Subway Terminal Bldg. 
Los Angeles 
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the unground product has been marked 
up 10c. to the basis of $4,20 and 10c. 
per unit-ton at the factories. There 
were no takers at this figure nor at 
the former basis of $4.10 and 1l0c., but 
with resellers recently reported as hav- 
ing sold as high as $4.50 and l0c. at 
jaltimore, sellers were inclined to 
boost their asking figures for the small 
supply reported as still available at 
Chesapeake factories. The ground 
product remained nominally at $60 per 
ton, f.o.b. Baltimore, but this material 
also was without demand. There con- 
tinued some low priced offerings of 
foreign meal. The wet acidulated prod- 
uct was unchanged in both price and 
position. 

Hoof Meal.—The market for this am- 
moniate dragged along last week with- 
out feature or color. The few inquiries 
received were thought to have been 
merely “feelers” to test the position of 
the market. Sellers continued to show 
an attitude of resignation toward the 
existing state of affairs and, as pre- 
viously, were not exercising any spe- 
cial effort to push sales. Prices re- 
mained at $2.50 per unit-ton at Chi- 
cago and $2.70 per unit-ton for im- 
ported material to arrive. 

Nitrogenous Material. The market 
remained at the reduced figure of a 
week ago. The demand situation was 
as slow as previously and the quota- 
tion of $2.50 per ton for 8-10 percent 
material for prompt shipment from 
abroad was largely a nominal one. 

Tankage.—The general situation in 
this ammoniate was unchanged from 
a week ago. There was virtually no 
feeding demand current but the prices 
held without change from their nomi- 
nal posts. Unground was sti!! offered 
for sale at $3 and 10c. per unit-ton 
ind ground was 25c. per unit-ton addi- 
tional. High-grade material for feeds 
in Chicago was easy but did not yield 
from the $3.25 and 10c. per unit-ton 
position. The fertilizer grade at that 
source was also unchanged at $2.65 
and 10c. per unit-ton. 

Urea.—This commodity shared the 
inattention of other fertilizer mate- 
rials, but the importers were holding 
the prices firmly to the schedule of 
$105.25 per ton for December shipment 
to Northern ports and $105.55 per ton 
for shipment to Southern ports. 


Potashes 


Potash materials occupied a very 
quiet position also. The list of prices 
was firmly maintained by the im- 
porters. For spot, ex-store, delivery 
prices for imported potash salts are 
$1.25 per ton above the schedule prices 
for shipment from abroad at northern 
ports (Boston to Baltimore), and $1.50 
per ton above the shipment prices at 
Southern ports (Norfolk to Houston). 


Phosphates 


The phosphate group continued to 
share the quiet that ruled in other 
divisions of the fertilizer crude mate- 
rials’ market. Sellers of the phosphate 
crudes also showed their resignation 
to the existing condition of affairs and 
were not inclined to look for any 
worthwhile demand until after the turn 
of the year. An interesting tangent 
was the maintenance of exports close 
to their aggregate in 1929. In the 
cases of high-grade hard phosphate 
rock and superphosphate, exports dur- 
ing the first ten months of the year 
were substantially ahead of those for 
the corresponding period last year. 
Prices for phosphatic crudes were un- 
changed last week. 

Superphosphate.—Quiet continued to 
rule this market. In the absence of 
any selling movement, prices were 
largely nominal at their former basis 
of $8 per ton for the run of the pile 
and $8.50 per ton for guaranteed 16 
percent stocks. October exports, as 
compiled by the Department of Com- 
merce, totaled 7,280 tons, compared 
with 4,133 tons in the previous Octo- 
ber and exports for the first ten 
months of 1930 were 92,250 tons, com- 
pared with 76,739 tons in the corre- 
sponding ten months of 1929. 

Bone Materials.—The list of prices 
for this group of phosphates continued 
to occupy the same position as pre- 
viously and business was of very small 
proportions. There was no particular 
disposition to push sales through the 
agency of concessionary prices. 

Phosphate Rock. — Both the land 
pebble and high-grade hard grades 
continued in a quiet position last week.

Coaltar Products 


Demand Slackens as Inventory Gets Underway--Silk 
And Rayon Producers Curtailment Conference Fails 
--Britain to Continue the Ban on Dyestuffs Imports 


With the consumers adhering to the 
policy of awaiting completion of the 
taking of inventories before purchas- 
ing sizable quantities of supplies, the 
market for the various coaltar prod- 
ucts moved through a rather aimless 
week of trading. Efforts in all direc- 
tions were concentrated largely on the 
closing of 1931 contracts. While deal- 
ers reported that the writing of con- 
tracts for intermediates have about 
been concluded, some of the larger 
consumers of the basic products were 
maintaining a somewhat reluctant at- 
titude toward the ordering of 1931 sup- 
plies, preferring to await further de- 
velopments pricewise. 

Expansion of forward buying was 
the significant feature of the iron and 
steel industry last week. That a defi- 
nite upward trend will be established 
in steel mill production schedules dur- 
ing the first quarter of next year was 
evident in the disinclination on the 
part of steel producers to accept at 
current quotations orders for the fin- 
ished product for any considerable 
distance in 1931. By virtue of these 
late developments in the steel indus- 
try, the market for benzene displayed 
a barely steady tone, although no 
change was shown in the quotable 
range of prices. 

A slight decline in the production 
of steel ingots was reported last week, 
due to moderate curtailment by the 
smaller independent steel companies. 
The theoretical operation capacity of 


orders, due to major quarters of con- 
sumption endeavoring to maintain in- 
ventories at a low point. Prices were 
barely steady. Activities centered 
largely on the solicitation of contracts. 
A satisfactory volume of bookings 
were reported. However, certain con- 
sumers were disposed to await further 
developments in the steel industry, at 
least until steel production schedules 
develop aie definite upward trend. 
Opinions in the steel trade were that 
increase in steel mill operations would 
be noted upon the termination of the 
inventory period. Furthermore, this 
increased output would not be of a 
sharp nature, but would be a slow, 
gradual pickup that will have made 
substantial progress around the sec- 
ond quarter of 1931. It was evident 
that such opinions were the interpre- 
tations given to the disinclination of 
steel producers to accept, at current 
steel quotations, specifications for any 
considerable distance into 1931. Steel 
ingot production last week was esti- 
mated at approximately 37 percent of 
theoretical capacity, contrasted with a 
shade above that figure in the pre- 
vious week and 39 percent two weeks 
ago. 

Creosote Oil.—Trading in this direc- 
tion was small during the period under 
review. This condition was attributed 
directly to the desire, on the part of 
the usual quarters of consumption, to 
await the inventory figures. A fair

the industry was placed at approxi- 
mately 37 percent, contrasted with a 
shade above that figure in the pre- 
vious week and 39 percent two weeks 
ago. At the same time, it was re- 
ported that considerable tonnage of pig 
iron has been contracted for over the 
entire first half of 1931. That pig iron 
production schedules have developed a 
definite upward tendency was ap- 
parent through the unsuccessful at- 
tempt of several automobile foundries 
to purchase their entire 1931 coke re- 
quirements. 

Although increased production sched- 
ules were announced by the leading 
motor and tire companies last week, 
the lagging tendency in the demand 
for toluene was a prominent feature. 
The tone of the market in this direc- 
tion was barely steady. This slowness 
in the call was attributed directly to 
the fact that those industries were en- 
deavoring to maintain extremely low 
inventories. 

Contracting for rail equipment, 
which has been delayed for more than 
two months, appeared to be fully un- 
der way, judging from the amount of 
inquiries for rail tonnage to reach the 
steel market from the railroad sys- 
tems. The replacement programs of 
the railroads were expected to include 
a considerable amount of trackage 
work, with the result that wood pre- 
servative grades of creosote oil dis- 
played a decidedly firm tone. 

Although the achievement of the 
conference between the United States 
and European producers of silk and 
rayon to curtail production appears to 
be negative, undoubtedly the gathering 
has served to call attention to the 
seriousness of the situstion. Other 
measures, therefore, may be forthcom- 
ing which would rectify the present 
condition. 

Dealers in intermediates have con- 
cluded contracts with the larger con- 
sumers for sizable deliveries over 1931. 
Prices in that directon were decidedly 
firm. Considerable interest was shown 
in the announcement that the British 
government would prolong for a year 
the life of the dyestuffs act, which pro- 
hibits the importation of foreign dye- 
stuffs except under license.

Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol).—Trading was re- 
stricted to comparatively small-sized 


amount of inquiries relative to 1931 
deliveries reached the market. Despite 
the slowness in the demand, spot prices 
conformed to prices in the preceding 
week. Contracting for rail equipment, 
which has been delayed for more than 
two months, appeared to be fully un- 
derway, judging by the amount of rail 
tonnage to reach the steel market from 
the major railroad systems. These re- 
placement programs of the railroads 
were expected to include a considerable 
amount of trackage work, with the re- 
sult that wood preservative grades of 
creosote oil displayed a firm tone. 

Cresols.—Efforts were concentrated 
largely on striving to close 1931 con- 
tracts, but some of the larger buyers 
showed a disposition to await further 
price developments. Spot business 
lagged at intervals during the past 
week, in view of consumers holding 
down inventories. Prices were fairly 
steady. 

Cresylic Acid.—Conditions remained 
about the same as those in the pre- 
vious week, with the demand showing 
a decided tendency to lag. Fair amount 
of inquiries for shipment in January 
were reported in the market. Bookings 
of 1931 contracts progressed on a sat- 
isfactory scale. 

Naphthalene.—Dullness was again 
evident in the trading last week. 
Prices, however, displayed a firm un- 
dertone, with no revision from those 
noted in the previous week. Writing 
of 1931 contracts was the center of 
activity, with a favorable volume of 
business reported booked. On the other 
hand, certain consumers were inclined 
to adhere to their hesitant attitude 
toward making commitments for 1931 
delivery. 

Phenol.—A slightly improved demand 
was noted from the dye manufacturers. 
Furthermore, shipments were reported 
moving on a satisfactory scale to the 
plastic and pharmaceutical industries. 
Dealers were said to have a favorable 
volume of orders on books for 1931 
delivery. Bookings of 1931 contracts 
have been about concluded. 

Solvent Naphtha.—Quiet trade was a 
prominent feature on spot during the 
period under review. Occasional rush 
orders from routine channels of con- 
sumption supplied the demand. Prices 
were firm. 

Tar Acid Oil.—Activities consisted 
largely of the sellers endeavoring to 
close 1931 contracts. However, the 
heretofore reticent attitude of certain 
major consumers was again prevalent, 
buyers being disposed to await further 
developments in the market. Although 
the call was very slow, prices were 
steady to firm. 

Toluene (Toluol).—Although the tire 
manufacturers announced production 
schedules had been stepped up consid- 
erably, and further urgent buying of 
steel developed in the automotive in- 
dustry, demand for toluene was slow 
throughout the week. Traders believed 
that both the tire and automotive in- 
dustries were endeavoring to maintain 
low inventories, and, upon the comple- 
tion of the inventory period, numerous 
rush orders could be expected from 
both those industries, inasmuch as 
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supplies on hand have reached an ex- 
ceptionally low level. Prices were 
barely steady. 

Xylene.—With a slackening in the 
demand for this commodity, prices 
about held the levels of the previous 
week, but seemed to be easier. Usual 
consumers entered the market for 
nearby needs only. 


Chicago Coaltar Bases 
CHICAGO, Dec. 19, 1930. 

Coaltar products are approaching the 
end of the year without any material 
change in the general market aspect and 
with prices about the same as for some 
time past. Motor fuel demand for ben- 
zene is at a somewhat lower point and 
the products used by the paint industry 
are following seasonal experience. 2ul- 
ing prices are:—Benzene, 90 percent, 
19¢c. per gallon; toluene, 30c.; xylene, 
28c.; solvent naphtha, 25c 


Intermediates 


Anilin Oil.—Firmness marked prices 
throughout the week, although demand 
slackened at intervals. Dealers were 
reported carrying a large volume ot 
orders on books for 1931 delivery. 
Prices ruled unchanged. 

Anthraquinone. — Dullness continued 
in evidence, with occasional orders 
coming from the customary centers of 
consumption. However, on each trans- 
action a firm tone in prices was noted. 

Benzaldehyde.—Business in Novem- 
ber was a shade better than the vol- 
ume reported in October, according to 
one large producer. However, a gen- 
eral slackening was noted after the 
second week in December, due to in- 
ventory period. Prices were main- 
tained steady to firm. 

Chlorobenzene.—Fair volume of in- 
quiries for 1931 delivery were reported 
in the market. Former hesitant buy- 
ers were reported to have changed 
their attitude and signed for 1931 con- 
tracts. Prices developed a firm tone 
toward the close of the week. How- 
ever, they were unrevised. 

Dinitrotoluene. Spot business was 
confined to the purchase of small sized 
quantities for immediate requirements. 
With prices displaying a firm under- 
current, signing of 1931 contracts was 
reported to be on a satisfactory scale. 
Quotations were without change. 

Nitrobenzene.—Fair inquiry for 1931 
delivery was reported in the market 
last week. Dealers were reported 
earrying a sizable volume of orders on 
books for next year. Prices showed a 
firm undertone, with no revision noted. 

Orthonitrophenol. — Satisfactory vol- 
ume of business was said to have been 
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done in November, turnover being 
slightly larger than in October. How- 
ever, a general decrease in orders was 
prevalent because of the approach of 
the inventory period. Prices were 
firm. 

Phthalic Anhydride.—Although pro- 
duction schedules at the motor plants 
were stepped up slightly, no actual de- 
mand from the automotive industry 
has been felt here. However, this was 
said to be due to the approach of the 
inventory period. Prices were steady 


to firm. 
Coaltar Acids 


Anthranilic. — Normal channels of 
consumption purchased on a compara- 
tively small scale. A firm tone was 
evident throughout the trading, with 
prices holding to the levels quoted pre- 
viously. Manufacturers were reported 
carrying sizable orders for 1931 de- 
liveries on the books. 

Benzoic.—In keeping with the gen- 
eral trend of business conditions, the 
market for this merchandise was slow 
because users strived to keep inven- 
tories small. Prices were unchanged. 

Gamma.— Occasional sales to routine 
buyers characterized the trading in 
this material last week. However, the 
undertone was rather firm and prices 
held at the previously quoted range. 

Picric.—Dullness was a conspicuous 
factor in the trading in this article. 
Filling of urgent requirements sup- 
plied the demand. Usual consumers 
were reported to have sufficient supply 
on hand to carry them through the 
inventory-taking period. 

Sulphanilic.—Quiet trade again pre- 
vailed in this market last week. Cus- 
tomary buyers purchased urgent re- 
quirements on_ spot. Inquiries for 
favorable sized orders for 1931 de- 
livery were reported. Prices held 
steady. 

Salicylic—The call slackened some- 
what last week, due to many of the 
larger consumers taking inventory. 
Firm undertone characterized the mar- 
ket toward the close of the week. 
Prices were without change. 


Coaltar Colors 


Aside from the normal shipments to 
the newsprint and paper industries, 
small sized orders from the woolen and 
worsted trade constituted the demand 
for coaltar colors last week. Purchases 
indicated that many quarters of con- 
sumption were endeavoring to main- 
tain low stocks because of the inven- 
tory-taking period. However, the price 
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trend of the market was exceptionally 
firm, with the trend in several of the 
organic dyes being toward higher 
levels. Latest reports stated that the 
conference in London between the 
United States and European silk and 
and rayon producers came to a sud- 
den adjournment, with no progress 
having been made toward the cur- 
tailment of production. Although the 
achievement of this conference seemed 
to be negative, undoubtedly the gather- 
ing served to call attention to the 
world of the seriousness of the situa- 
tion.

Coaltar Project in Brazil 


The government of Brazil has ap- 
proved plans for the erection at Porto 
Alegre, State of Rio Grande do Sul, 
of a coal-processing plant to operate 
on domestic coal from the Sao Je- 
ronymo district.

Producers, however, were able to hold 
their prices firmly at the established 
schedule. This commodity was one of 
the phosphates that has been able to 
show a fairly good export position 
when compared with a year ago. Octo- 
ber exports of high-grade hard were 
4,150 tons, compared with 3,748 in 
October, 1929. Land pebble exports dur- 
ing that month were 93,923 tons, com- 
pared with 97,734 tons. For the initial 
ten months of 1929, high-grade hard 
rock exports aggregated 62,603 tons, 
compared with 52,603 tons in the cor- 
responding period of 1929 and, land 
pebble exports were 904,186 tons, com- 
pared with 1,042,944 in a like period 
of 1929. 


Sulphur and Pyrites 


Export trade in sulphur during the 
first ten months of the year was ap- 
proximately 45 percent off from a like 
period of 1929, according to the figures 
compiled by the Department of Com- 
merce, Which were 736,432 tons for 
1929 and only 532,373 tons for the 1930 
period. These figures included the 
October shipments, which were 117,021 
tons in 1929 and 77,410 tons in 1930. 
Suppliers of the article last week were 
unable to point to anything beyond a 
very spotty demand throughout. 
Users in chemical process manufac- 
turing industries were endeavoring to 
hold their inventory stocks at the 
lowest possible point and the outlook 
over the coming few weeks was par- 
ticularly lacking in encouragement. 
The price continued to occupy a firm 
position. 

Imports of pyrites in October were 
24,527 tons, compared with 35,385 tons 
in October, 1929, and the receipts for 
the ten-month period ended October 
were 328,160 tons in 1930, compared 
with 411,679 tons in 1929. 


Chicago Fertilizer Materials 


CHICAGO, Dec. 18, 1930. 

The fertilizer market is showing little 
underlying change from conditions which 
have governed for some little time past. 
The market does not yet seem to have 
overcome its lethargy and its backward- 
ness, although here and there some little 
evidence of activity is cropping out. Blood 
materials were about unchanged from a 
week ago, after showing some recessions 
at that time. Tankage looks a little 
firmer here and there, while bone ma- 
terials are moving in small quantities in 
some cases and in others look like only a 
nominal market.

Baltimore Fertilizer Materials

Downward Trend in Corn’ Prices Brings Cut in Starch 
And Dextrin--Lower Quotations for Turmeric Reflect 


Slow Demand--Most Other Prices Holding Steady 


Downward revision in the price 
schedules of the various forms of 
Starches and dextrins and in the price 
of turmeric featured an otherwise dull 
week in the market for dyestuffs and 
tanstuffs. The slowness in the call 
Was principally due to the desire of 
manufacturing consumers to maintain 
a small surplus of stocks for inventory 
purposes, to the continuance of the pro- 
nounced depressed condition of the 
leather industry and to the low operat- 
ing schedules in special lines of the 
textile industry. 

The erratic price movement in the 
corn market was converted into a 
definite downward trend last week, 
With the result that lower prices were 
announced for the various grades of 
Starches and dextrins. The final gov- 
ernment corn crop estimate showed 
2,081,048,000 bushels, compared with 
2,094,000,000 bushels estimated in No- 
vember and 2,622,189,000 bushels in De- 
cember a year ago. It was announced 
that one large starch plant in the 
Middle West would be closed down De- 
cember 24 to 29, for the purpose of 
taking inventory. 

The census bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce places November 
cotton consumption, exclusive of lin- 


ing week. Prices were barely steady 
at the levels of the previous week. 

Potash Bichromate.— November busi- 
ness in this direction was reported 
better than the turnover during Oc- 
tober. Characteristic of the trend of 
general business, demand in this direc- 
tion developed a comparatively slow 
pace at the start of December. Prices 
were maintained at their previous lev- 
els, with a steady to firm undertone 
evident in the trading on spot. 

Soda Bichromate.—Surplus stocks in 
consumers’ hands were reported to 
have reached an extremely low level, 
a condition normal channels of con- 
sumption were endeavoring to create 
for inventory purposes. Spot business 
was therefore confined to purchase of 
nearby needs. Firmness as to prices 
was in evidence throughout the week. 
Writing of 1931 contracts for the 
larger consumers has been about com- 
pleted,

The 
amount of cotton on hand in consum- 
ing establishments November 30 to- 
taled 1,566,854 bales, compared with 
1,352,825 bales October 31, and 1,655,071 
bales November 30, 1929. <A total of 
8,397,800 bales of cotton was held in 
public storage and at compresses No- 
vember 30,.compared with 7,542,596 
bales October 31, and 5,812,658 Novem- 
ber 30, a year ago. 


Active spindles during November 
aggregated 25,951,016, compared with 
26, 153,792 bales in the preceding month 


and 29,739,920 in November, 1929. 

There were 907,649 bales of domestic 
cotton exported during November 
compared with 1,004,120 in October and 
1,048,760 in November, 1929. A _ total 
of 3,409 bales of foreign cotton was 
imported in November, against 1,747 
bales in October and 35,502 bales in 
November, 1929, 

Although demand from the leather 
industry has not been’ such as 
to arouse interest in the market for 
tanning materials, opinions voiced dur- 
ing the week conveyed the belief that 
an increase in this consumption may 
be expected around the first quarter 
of next year. It was further stated 
that surplus’ stocks in consumers’ 
hands are in a somewhat depleted con- 
dition and that purchases for immedi- 
ate requirements may be expected to 
follow the completion of the inventory 
period.

Chemicals 

Alumina Chloride.—Due to the de- 
sire to maintain a low inventory, the 
pace of the demand slackened consid- 
erably last week. Normal channels of 
consumption purchased for immediate 
shipment, with a firm undertone ruling 
the transactions.

On the other hand, other con- 
sumers were inclined to await further 
developments in the primary market in 
view of the fact that many shipments 
to this country had been held up by 
the Department of Agriculture. Prices 
were unaltered. 

Dextrin.—Following the downward 
— evidenced in the price of corn 
lately, a new schedule of prices, show- 
ing a 20c. per 100 pound reduction, was 
announced for the various sorts of 
dextrin. The new price list follows:— 
Dextrin, British, gum, $4.47 to $4.67 per 
100 pounds; corn, canary, $4.22 to 
$4.42, and white, $4.17 to $4.37. The 
above price ranges cover differences in 
quantities purchased, 

Egg Yolk.—Activities were at a 
standstill in this market last week. 
Prices ruled unchanged. Traders con- 
tented themselves with the discussion 
of the restrictive measures taken by 
the Department of Agriculture’ be- 
cause of shipments having been sub- 
standard. In view of the usual slow- 
ing up of the demand ¢ this time of 
the year, and also to the fact that con- 
sumers were carrying sufficient supply 
to see them through the balance of 
the year, prices were not changed 
from the previous week. No offerings 
from the Chinese producers reached 
the market. It was stated that Chi- 
nese producers were adhering to a re- 
strictive export policy. 

Sago Flour. Interest continued to 
lag last week. Sales were of the small- 
lot variety, with regular purchasers 
filing urgent needs. Prices held firmly. 

Starches.—Irregular price movement 
in the corn market was converted into 
a definite downward trend last week 
and, as a result, a new price schedule, 
revealing a 20c. per 100-pound drop, 
Was quoted for different forms of 
starches. The new schedule follows:—

Lower Prices for Potash and Soda Citrate Reflect 
Cut in Citric Acid Quotations--Use of Methanol in 
Completely Denatured Formulas to Stop January 1st 


Price features in the market for 
drugs and fine chemicals last week in- 
cluded sharp reductions in quotations 
for potash and soda citrate. The move- 
ment was caused by the sharp down- 
ward revisions made in prices for citric 
acid in the closing hours of the pre- 
vious week. Other articles were main- 
ly steady at unchanged price position. 
Quicksilver remained dull as to de- 
mand and low as to price without af- 
fecting further the position of mercur- 
ials. Methanol was depressed because 
of its having been abandoned as a de- 
naturant in the completely denatured 
alcohol formulas No. 5 and No. 1. De- 
mand for denatured alcohol was re- 
ported to be not entirely satisfactory. 
Bromides were steady following the 
decline recently noted in quotations 
for the principal bromide salts. 

At the close of the previous week 
quotations for citric acid made in this 
country had been reduced sharply to 
reflect the sharp decline in the cost of 
Italian citric acid in the primary mar- 
ket. This drop in the cost of Italian 
acid Was made possible by a sharp re- 
duction in the cost of raw material 
used by the Italian makers. The price 
of Italian acid was reduced so greatly 
as to force the domestic manufactur- 
ers in this country to put their quota- 
tions down to the lowest price in sev- 
eral years. Consequently, the reduc- 
tion was reflected in the lowering of 
quotations for potash and soda citrate. 


ever, as to prices, the market seemed 
to be about firm in all directions and 
it is believed that no dangerous ac- 
cumulation of unsold stocks is likely to 
exist at the close of the principal con- 
suming season. 

Aldehol.—The price in tanks was 70c. 
per gallon and it was said that an in- 
reased consumption of the material is 
likely to hold the market to a firm 
position 

Ammonia Bromide.—lIrregular and 
renerally small demand was reported 
in the market for this bromide. How- 
ever, the leading producers reported 
prices to be firmly maintained and not 
to be subject to shading even when 
competition was the kenest. 

Ammonia lodide.—Quotations were 
firmly maintained reflecting the cost of 
production as being very steady and 
free from any tendency toward an 
early change. 

Bismuth Metal and Salts.—Metal 
was in firm position and salts reflected 
the well-maintained cost of raw mate- 
rial. Demand for most salts slowed 
down somewhat as buyers reduced 
their purchases with a view to keeping 
inventories as low as possible 

Calcium Glycerophosphate. 
A rather more satisfactory call was 
reported to have developed during the 
past week. A number of very good- 
sized orders were in the market and 
the result was a moderate and pleasing 
gain in the total volume of sales.

5. Elimination of denaturing grade 
methanol from the completely de- 
natured alcohol formulas will result, 
should production be not curtailed, in 
the natural methanol manufacturers 
seeking to market their output in other 
directions. Such an attempt would put 
the natural product into direct compe- 
tition with synthetic methanol and 
such an atempt leaves plenty of room 
for market developments, the nature 
of which producers cannot well fore- 
cast at this time. In 1929, approxi- 
mately 8,421,000 gallons of crude 
natural methanol were produced from 
which quantity about 5,299,000 gallons 
of refined were made. According to the 
latest figures available this year, pro- 
duction of crude and refined methanol,

Dutch Gelatin Quality 
Erroneously Disparaged 


In the account of the Tariff Com- 
mission’s hearing on gelatin, on page 
67 of the December 15 issue of this 
paper, J. van Stolk, representative of 
the Delft Gelatine Works, Holland, was 
quoted as saying that one point for the 
commission to consider is the compar- 
ability of grades of gelatin, and it was 
stated that “He insisted that Dutch 
gelatin was inferior to American, and 
that this fact should be given due 
weight.” 

This statement was incorrect, says ¢ 
M. van Stolk, agent in this city for the 
Delft Gelatine Works, who corrects 
the reference to the comparison of 
Dutch and American gelatins as fol- 
lows:— 

What Mr. van Stolk said was that the 
average bloom strength of the Dutch 
gelatin was lower than the average bloom 
strength of the American gelatin, and he 
was pointing out to the Tariff Commis- 
sion that this difference in bloom strength 
of the average production of American-

Alcohol Permit Suits Not 
Affected by Clark Decision 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18, 1930. 

Suits for violation of permits issued 
by the Bureau of Industrial Alcohol 
will proceed without delay in spite of 
the decision of Judge William Clark in 
the Federal district court in Newark, 
N. J., that the eighteenth amendment 
is unconstitutional. . 

James M. Doran, Commissioner of 
Industrial Alcohol, announced today 
after a conference with Department of 
Justice officials that the Bureau of In- 
dustrial Alcohol would continue its ad- 
ministrative work without change even 
in Judge Clark’s district. The deci- 
sion will be appealed directly to the 
supreme court as soon as possible, un- 
der a statute which permits direct ap- 
peal from a district court in cases in- 
volving the invalidity of a Federal 
statute. Philip Forman, United States 
attorney in the Newark district, came 
to Washington immediately after the 
decision was announced and was in- 
structed by the Attorney-General to 
file an appeal as soon as possible. It 
is therefore probable that the supreme 
court will pass on the case this Winter. 

Commissioner Doran said that on the 
day following Judge Clark’s decision 
other Federal judges in New Jersey 
had refused to quash indictments in 
permit cases, believing that they were 
not bound by this decision until it is 
upheld by a higher court. Even other 
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—from the retrospect 
of a busy year, in which 
many new accounts were 
added, and many rati- 
fying successes achieved, 
the new leaders of

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Federal judges in the Newark district 
have indicated that they will not be 
bound by Judge Clark’s opinion but 
will continue to entertain suits involv- 
ing alcohol permits, Mr. Doran said. 

Admitting that the opinion that the 
eighteenth amendment is invalid at 
first threatened the complete collapse 
of the entire alcohol permit system, 
Mr. Doran said that after a brief con- 
ference with Department of Justice 
officials it was decided to continue the 
permit system and all suits thereunder 
without change. He remarked that a 
sudden overthrow of the alcohol con- 
trol system would be disastrous to in- 
dustry and expressed the belief that 
affected industries would oppose any 
lessening of control as a result of this 
decision. 


Italy Bans All but Ethyl 
Alcohol in Drugs, Foods 


An Italian decree-law, effective De- 
cember 16, prohibits the importation, 
production, and sale of foodstuffs, bev- 
erages, pharmaceutical and medicinal 
products, disinfectants, perfumes, cos- 
metics, preparations for the care or 
dyeing of the hair, skin, teeth or nails, 
and all products for personal use con- 
taining methanol or any alcohols other 
than ethyl, according to a radiogram 
received in the Department of Com- 
merce from the acting commercial at- 
tache at Rome. 
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Alcohol and Narcotics 
Publicity Plan Approved 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18, 1930. 


Funds of $10,000 each for the publi- 
cation of factual monographs by the 
Bureau of Industrial Alcohol and the 
Bureau of Narcotics were inserted in 
the Treasury Department appropria- 
tions bill when it passed the senate. 

These items were in the bill as 
drafted by the house appropriations 
committee but went out on a point of 
order in the house. The chairman of 
the committee explained that the old 
prohibition bureau in the Treasury 
Department had legislative authority 
for such funds and that he considered 
that such authority would remain with 
each of the three new bureaus carved 
from it last June, although he did 
not argue the point. The commission- 
ers of the two bureaus appeared be- 
fore the senate appropriations com- 
mittee and explained that they wished 
to use these funds for bulletins giving 
facts about the work of their bureaus, 
chiefly as a means of answering vol- 
uminous inquiries. These provisions 
are now before a conference commit- 
tee of house and senate and are likely 
to be retained.

Cardamom for Import Lowest in Years--Cheaper New 
Crop African Ginger Lower Market Here--Spanish 
Products Now Reflect Drop in the Peseta Exchange 


Price changes were far fewer in the 
botanical market than they were dur- 
ing the previous period. Readjustment 
of quotations to keep the general list 
of merchandise in line with inventory 
and other requirements had _ been 
rather extensive during recent weeks 
and hence the tendency of many sell- 
ers Was to stand pat on present quo- 
tations for the balance of the year. In 
that demand during the next week and 
a half is likely to be comparatively 
small, success in the matter of main- 
taining quotations at levels epproxi- 
mating those now in force was said to 
be likely. 

Spanish anise was lower. The re- 
duction on spot was preceded by a 
cut in the import cost of the material. 
This decline abroad was caused by de- 
cline in the exchange value of the 
Spanish peseta. That development was 
also responsible for a drop in the cost 
to import Spanish saffron and paprika. 
Both of the latter articles were revised 
downward on the spot, and the fact 
that demand lagged severely through- 
out the period aided in the depression 
of local quotations. 

Cardamom seed was notably weak. 
Replacement prices for decorticated 
and green seed were the lowest in 
many years, and that fact has caused 
steady undermining of spot quotations 
during recent weeks. Demand for spot 
deliveries was rather small. Buyers’ 
needs were at low ebb, and that fact 
contributed to the weakening of the 
local price structure. 

Ginger root seemed to be much un- 
settleg. New crop African root was 
very cheap and hence those spot hold- 
ers of considerable quantities of old 
crop goods were inclined to liquidate 


Fir.—Stocks of Oregon balsam were 
found to be of moderate size only and 
hence prices remained firm regardless 
of the not very active demand current 
during the past week. Canadian bal- 
sam was steady under moderate re- 


quest.

Bayberry.—Rather steady undertones 
prevailed. Prices were in an appar- 
ently firm position and competition 
played only a minor part in the af- 
fairs of the week. Business was main- 
ly of jobbing proportions. 

Canella Alba——Stocks in hand on 
spot were apparently well distributed 
and not subject to an especially active 
demand for more than jobbing lots. 
Prices were about steady throughout 
the period. 

Cascara Sagrada.—Since the leading 
manufacturing consumers covered their 
requirements, the market has not been 
active save within jobbing limits. A 
fair amount of such buying was re- 
ported in some directions during the 
past week and the business done was 
enough to keep prices to a well main- 
tained position. 

Elm.—Reports of selected bark in 
bundles being obtainable at close to 
2lc. per pound were heard but were 
not confirmed. Sellers in the main 
were loath to do less than 24c., and 
reports indicated buyers to have paid 
that price frequently. Stocks on hand 
were ample for all requirements over 
the balance of the consuming year. 

Orange Peel.—Either bitter or sweet 
peel could be had for 9c. per pound 
minimum last week. Only smaller buy-

the prompt delivery supplies and to re- 
place the same with new crop available 
at extremely low levels. Jamaica root 
was cheaper on the spot, reflecting 
weakness at the source of supply. 
Alleppy, Bombay and Madras tur- 
meric were easy and a fraction lower 
on the week. The downward trend 
had been marked of late and the situ- 
ation was still one highly favorable 
for buyers with firm orders to place. 
White peppers were under competition 
of a rather severe sort. The marked 
prices on spot were driven down and 
the entire situation seemed to favor 
buyers. Black and red_ peppers were 
without change but were poorly sup- 
ported as to consuming demand. French 
and German marjoram were cheaper 
under light request. Pimento was 
shaded on spot in response to further 
weakening in the cost to import.

Anise a Shade Lower--Cut in Clove Oil Reflects 
Reduced Cost of Raw Material for Later Delivery-- 
Patchouli Is Down Again--Cheaper Price on Lime 


Price trend was exclusively down- 
ward throughout the past week. That 
in itself was no feature; the trend had 
been downward for a long time past 
and but rarely has there been an ad- 
vance in price to relieve the monotony 
of price movements for many weeks. 
The undertone of the market was 
fairly steady in that prices for many 
articles had been driven so low by 
competition as to make further change 
of major sort unlikely over the balance 
of the year at least. Nevertheless, 
the tendency was to shade open quo- 


tations rather than to lose an order 
and as the number of orders in the 
market was comparatively small, the 


tendency toward shading was the more 
pronounced. 

A somewhat surprising development 
was a much lower quotation for clove 


oil. While it was realized that the 
cost of spice in distant shipment posi- 
tion was lower, the fact that oil in 


stock at this time was made from spice 
purchased at comparatively high prices 
was thought to have been a sufficient 
warrant for the maintenance of quo- 
tations for oil. Such was not done, 
however. The market was reduced 
and it could not be said that business 
Was increased by the more favorable 
price. 

Anise oil was slightly lower again. 
This continued the very steady down- 
ward trend of values that started when 
the import cost of technical oil de- 
clined in the primary market some 


weeks ago. Anisic aldehyde and 
anethol were easier in undertone but 
were without change as to price. 

Distilled and expressed lime were 
cheaper. This movement gained head- 
way when some local holders en- 
deavored to liquidate portions of their 
stocks with a view to reducing inven- 
tories and raising cash _ reserves. 
Citrous oils were little changed dur- 
ing the period. Demand lagged se- 
verely and it was apparent that over 
the balance of this year very little 
trading was likely. 

A report transmitted to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce by the United 
States consul at Messina, Italy, cover- 
ing the September quarters in 1929 and 
1930, showed that shipments of oil had 





been greater this year than last but 

that values in 1930 had been about 

half of those in 1929. The following

The 
decline apparently reflected the lower 
prices for spice in rather distant ship- 
ment position. 

Coriander.—Rather steady prices for 
raw material has tended to keep quo- 
tations for coriander oil well stabilized 
in the basis of $5.25 to $5.50 per pound. 
The call was for smaller quantities 
throughout the past week.

Royal B king Powder Is 
Subject of F.T.C. Order 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15, 1939. 

An order restraining the Royal 
Baking Powder Company from certain 
advertising and publicity methods has 
heen issued by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, bringing an end to the second 
of two much-litigated cases which the 
commission brought against the Royal 
‘company, while the first, or basic, case, 
is still pending. The first case, docket 
540, is a complaint against the use 
or misuse of the word “alum” in adver- 
tising: it was first dismissed but im- 
mediately opened for further testimony, 
and the company went to the Federal 
courts seeking an order to prevent this 
reopening. The company lost in the 
Supreme Court last year, but the Com- 
mission has taken no action since. 

The case just decided (docket 1499) 
was brought in 1928 and charged the 
company with publishing the findings 
of the commission’s examiner as the 
report of the commission, and with 
securing newspaper publicity for ar- 
ticles and interviews boosting its prod- 
uct and disparaging competitors’ prod- 
ucts without disclosing the fact that 
the Royal company was behind the 
publicity. The company went to court 
to prevent issuance of this order and 
charged that Commissioner William E. 
Humphrey was biased and should not 
sit. After involved litigation the com- 
mission won the right to proceed, and 
the company appealed, but later, in 
the spring of this year, asked for a dis- 
missal of the appeal and notified the 
commission it would not contest the 
case. No testimony was taken, and 
the order today is based only on the 
complaint. 

The order also prevents publication 
of the examiner’s findings in docket 
540 as the conclusions of the commis- 
sion, or the publication of any matter 
tending to imply that the commission 
has ruled on the deleteriousness of 
alum in baking powders. 


Oil Terminal Built by 
New England Marketers 


Construction is going rapidly for- 
ward on a new bulk plant for distribu- 








tion of gasoline and fuel oil at Tiver- 
ton, R. L., which will provide a deep- 
water terminal for a group of New 


Iengland independent oil marketers op- 
erating chains of retail service stations 
throughout Rhode Island, Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut. The plant will 
have a storage capacity of 200,000 gal- 
lons and covers ten acres of ground. 
It is being erected and will be operated 
by the New England Terminal Com- 
pany, which is a subsidiary of the 
Penn Valley Refining Company and the 
James B. Berry & Sons Company, Oil 
City. 


Kerosene Duty Imposed by 
Australian Tariff Change 


Imports of kerosene into Australia, 
previously free from duty, were made 
dutiable at 1 penny per imperial gal- 
lon by a tariff change effective Decem- 
ber 3. The duty applies on all refined 





petroleum burning oils imported in 
vessels of more than one gallon ca- 
pacity. 

Application of the Australian de- 


ferred duty of 8% pence per imperial 
gallon on gasoline, naphtha, benzin, 
ind similar products, in containers of 
any sort, has been further postponed 
until March 1, 1931. 


Standard Oil of Indiana 


Forms Producing Unit 


The Stanolind Oil & Gas Company, 
with an authorized capitalization of 
$30,000,000, which was recently incor- 
porated under the laws of Delaware, 
was formed bv interests representing 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
for the purpose of ultimately acquir- 
ing oil and gas producing properties, 





according to company officials. No 
stock of the new company has yet 
heen issued, it was stated In some 


quarters it is understood that this new 
unit will eventually absorb the Dixie

Gums, Waxes, Shellac 


Carnauba Imports in 1930 Gain 1433 Bags Over 
Those in 1929--Japan Wax Prices Lowest in Years-- 
Beeswax Bleachers Begin Buying Future Deliveries 


A slower and reduced demand was 
reported in the market for gums and 
waxes during the past week. With 
the end of the year near at hand, buy- 
ers were disposed to withdraw from 
the market. The governing factor In 
the development of this disposition to 
do less business was the approach of 
the period in which inventories are 
taken. Desire to inventory as little 
stock as possible and to show as high 
cash reserves as possible has resulted 
in trade dropping close to the low 
point of the year. Only jobbing needs 
were in the market and even such 
requirements were pared as much as 
possible in order to make the final 
showing of the year as good as pos- 
sible. From information at hand now, 
it was certain that in terms of dollars 
and cents, the record for 1930 would 
be considerably below that in 1929. 
As a contrast to this unfavorable con- 
dition was the possibiilty that in terms 
of tonnage, business in 1930 would be 
found to have been not so bad as might 
have been expected. In some instances, 
tonnage sold in 1930 was known to 
have exceeded that of 1929. As one 
prominent factor in the market ex- 
pressed it: “One can find something 
of an encouraging character to relieve 
the pessimism that has been the com- 


firm position. Comparatively small 
stocks were reported by most sellers, 
this condition having been the result 
of numerous rejections of arrivals be- 
cause of excessive ash content. 

Camphor.—Very fair demand for 
powdered camphor was noted. The 
movement was in line with volume 
recently noted and contrasted some- 
what with the competitive position 
taken on the market by some sellers 
Quotations were without further 
change but they did not seem to be es- 
pecially well maintained at all times 

Asafetida. — Competition remained 
prominently a part of local affairs 
during the past week. However, the 
desire for business did not lead to open 
reductions in quotations. Sellers 
shaded the market price from time to 
time but endeavored to avoid establish- 
ment of an open market at lower 
els of value. 

Gamboge.—Inquiries were rather few 
last week. Buyers found the market 
fairly to their liking but were inclined 
to keep purchases well within the lim- 
its of jobbing business. Quotations had 
a comparatively easy undertone but 
were without further change in favor 
of buyers. 

Karaya.—Small lots sold fairly well 
but as the larger manufacturing con- 


sumers were more or less aloof from

panion of business for the greater por- 
tion of the past year. One fact of op- 
timistic import has been that some 
manufacturing consumers have actu- 
ally used more raw materials this year 
than they did a year ago. The increase 
over 1929 consumption was not heavy 
but the mere fact of consumption hav- 
ing been greater is reason enough to 
face 1931 with much courage and u 
reasonable expectancy of improved 
business conditions.” 


A favorable symptom for business in 
the coming year was the fact that a 
very fair amount of demand for bleach- 
able beeswax in shipment position was 
current in the market during the past 
week. Bleaching usuallv begins in May 
and hence the bleachers have been 
buying wax for shipment with a view 
to having raw material stocks on hand 
when the bleaching season begins. An- 
other favorable symptom was the fact 
that imports of carnauba wax to De- 
cember 20, 1930, were 1,433 bags ahead 
of the figures for all of 1929. The fig- 
ures were 37,982 bags in 1930 as against 
86,549 bags in 1929, 

Sandarac was much lower because 
of new crop gum being available on 
spot. Slack demand from consumers 
had induced importers to mark prices 
down to as attractive a position as pos- 
sible, import cost considered.

Gums 


Aloe.—Demand was somewhat less 
active than it had been. The decrease 
in sales, however, was not especially 
important as most trade in recent 
weeks had been of strictly jobbing 
character. Prices remained steady in 
most quarters and _ sellers expected 
them to be unchanged for the balance 
of the current year. 

Arabic.—Stocks available in this 
market were ample and in view of the 
irregular and very spotty demand for 
the article, the undertone of the spot 
market at least was quite easy. 
Competition was keen in most direc- 
tions but shading of quotations seemed 
to stimulate demand to but a limited 
degree. Recent quotations were with- 
out change. 

Benzoin.—Fair demand for Sumatra 
gum ‘was reported and the movement 
did much toward keeping prices to a 


the market, the undertone of the mar- 
ket continued to be mainly easy. 
Mastic.—The market was 60c. to 62c. 
per pound but the material sold so 
poorly last week as to make difficult 
any certain establishment of a firm 
price on quantity lots. Stocks cared 
easily for the needs of the consuming 
trade during the period under review. 
Myrrh.—Undertones were steadier. 
Seilers were not inclined to shade quv- 
tations even when firm orders were 
in sight. They viewed as a strength- 
ening factor the fact that gum of 
excellent quality was not overly well 
stocked on the spot. 
Olibanum.—Slower request was re- 
ported. Jobbing lots moved in very 
fair volume but on the whole the situa- 
tion was not one based on operations of 
important size. Quotations seemed tu 
be fairly steady in most directions. 
Sandarac.—Arrival of new crop gum 
made possible a cut in spot quotations 
to the basis of 19¢c. per pound in one 
quarter. Other sellers wanted upwards 
of 23c. per pound but it was difficult to 
locate much business done at that 
figure. Should important requirements 
enter the market at this time. compe- 
tition would be found to be quite keen. 


Waxes 


Bees.—Bleachers were said to be 
active in placing contracts for this 
wax. A considerable amount of busi- 
ness was believed to have been done 
for February-March shipment. This 
business was necessary if the bleachers 
were to be in a position to start bleach- 
ing operations in about May of the 
coming year, Offerings of South Amer- 
ican wax were said to be comparatively 
small in the primary market. One 
importer declared that _ practically 
nothing was being offered from Europe. 
The same quarter ventured the opinion 
that England had been an influentiat 
factor in keeping the African beeswax 
situation in its apparently firm to 
strong position in the primary market. 

Carnauba.—Flora was slightly lower 
at 28 to 29c. per pound and No. 1 was 
also cheaper at 25 to 26¢c. In some 
quarters, No. 3 North Country sold 
for 16c. per pound, being priced the 
same as No. 3 chalky. Other grades 
were without change so far as prices 
were concerned. Slackening of demand 
for spot and future deliveries was re- 
ported, the development in that respect 
being seasonable. A favorable condi- 
tion was to be found in _ statistics 
covering importations of carnauba dur- 
ing the past year and in comparison 
with those in 1929. 

Records kept carefully by one of the 
largest importers revealed that im- 
ports to December 20 totaled 37,982 
bags as compared with 36,549 bags for 
all of 1929. This importer also declared 
that while tonnage of business done 
this year was ahead, of that in 1929, 
in terms of value, the record this year 
was naturally behind that of 1929 
owing to the fact that declines in 
prices had made it necessary to sell 
about a third more wax in 1930 if the

Great difficulty has been 
found in determining the exact nature 
of the product responsible and the cir- 
cumstances of its sale, but he declared 
that a greater effort would be made to 
obtain this information with a 
finding some way to put an 
such deaths and injuries.

Crude Oil Proration 
Programs Strengthened 


While the genera] proration advisory 
committee of the Midcontinent Oil and 
Association stated December 17 
that in its opinion the proration pro- 
gram for crude oil production was 
working effectively in the principal oil 
producing states there were signs from 
some quarters that entire harmony was 
not prevalent among the operators in 
some areas.

Hearings on the request for receiver- 
ships for the H. F. Wilcox Oil & Gas 
Company, the Century Petroleum Com- 
pany, and the Marco Oil & Royalties 
Company, were put over until a later 
date to be set by the court, which 
were restrained by a temporary in- 
junction from violating the proration 
orders until action is taken on an 
appeal to the Federal courts. 

In Texas, the State Railroad Com- 
mission approved the Panhandle dis- 
trict’s producers agreement to reduce 
allowable production to 40,000 barrels 
daily from 64,616 barrels, effective De- 
cember 16 and continuing until Janu- 
ary 25. All wells were placed on the 
same quota basis. In the Yates pool, 
production was ordered reduced from 
100,000 barrels to 89,500 barrels daily 
by the commission to be effective until 
January 25.

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Manganese Producers File 
Another Brief on Dumping 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18, 1950 

A supplemental brief supporting its 
charges of dumping of manganese ore 
by Russia was filed with the Bureau 
of Customs today by the American 
Manganese Producers Association. 

The brief filed by the 
American Iron and Steel Institute, 
which declared that the manganese 
association had failed to submit any 
evidence of dumping. Replying, the 
association says:— 

In response to definite facts and figures, 
the American Iron and Steel Institute yells 
“liar,” but submits absolutely no proot 
to sustain its assertions. On the contrary, 
to the great silence heretofore maintained 
by Amtorge and the Soviet, is now added 
the silence of the American Iron and Steel 
Institute. 

It is significant to note that, although 
we proved by public records, by the affi- 
davit of one who worked in the Tchiaturi 
mines, and by the statements of Russian 
officials themselves, that the cost of pro- 
duction of Russian ore was $23.97 a ton 
and that it is being sold for $12.50 a 
ton to this country, c.i.f. Atlantic ports, 
there is not a single word in the institute’s 
brief controverting the proofs submitted 
by us on this point. 

“We have proved that anything sold at 
than cost of production constitutes 
dumping.
